JANUARY 1, 1959 TO DECEMBER 31, 1959 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Norway has 
been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1959. The 
audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained by 
‘the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal offi- 
cials. 

The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
‘an analysis of available funds and expenditures. The results are 
incorporated in the following text, exhibits and schedules. 

The operations of the town showed a gain of $24,346.41 for 
the year which was accounted for as follows: 


Actual Income Over Estimate $10,599 42 
Departmental Balances Lapsed 13,746 99 
Gain for Year $24,346 41 


The actual income received was $35,599.42 as compared with 
an estimate of $25,000.00 for the year. The additional income was 
lapsed to surplus. 

The overlay and unexpended balances in various operating 
accounts, more particularly in the town poor, fire department 
and tar accounts, were the major factors contributing to the net 
unexpended departmental balances lapsed. 

ASSETS .... The general fund cash balance of $42,423.84 
was verified by reconciliation of a statement furnished by the 
Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine. 

Accounts receivable amounted to $3,722.95 of which $2,531.68 
is reimbursable for the Pleasant Street Sewer. Other receivabies 
included charity cases, rentals and sidewalk assessments. 

Taxes receivable totaling $10,383.46 consisted of unpaid cur- 
rent year accounts. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,472.99 and 
$132.76 respectively. 

Unpaid sewer assessments totaled $4,110.25 and are summar- 
ized as follows: 


Greenleaf Avenue Sewer $ 134 90 

Spring Street and Dean Avenue Sewer 2,882 46 

Lower Main Street Sewer 1,092 89 

Total $4,110 25 
UIABILITIES .... The general fund note liability of 


$6,000.00 represents a loan made during the current year that ma- 
tures in 1960. The proceeds from this loan were used to finance 
repairs at the Norway Lake School. 
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RESERVES .... The appropriation accounts showed a net 
unexpended balance of $26,323.47 representing various operating 
account balances and an overdraft that are carried forward to 
the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/or 
customary practice. 

The Opera House account closed the year with an overdraft 
of $1,674.54, a reduction of $161.58 as compared with the pre- 
ceding yeer. 


SURPLUS ... . The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$31,597.32, a decrease of $1,653.59 for the year. This change was 
occasioned by a transfer to the estimated income account and the 
issuance of a short term loan, less the net unexpended departmen- 
tal balances lapsed and the excess of actual income over estimate. 


DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated tin the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects an outstanding Opera House 
note of $11,000.00 and high school bonds of $4,000.00. Cash amount- 
ing to $4,607.45 is on deposit in the Norway National Bank, Nor- 
way, Maine for the retirement of bonds and accrued interest. The 
note matures $1,000.00 annually with interest at 2%. 


WORKING CAPITAL FUND .... The cash balance of the 
working capital fund totaling $2,688.10 was verified by reconcilia- 
tion of a statement furnished by the Norway National Bank, Nor- 
way, Maine. 

Current operations showed an (increase of expenditures over 
receipts of $4,587.51. Receipts totaled $32,436.84 and represented 
for the most part departmental use of equipment. Expeniditures 
amounted to $37,024.35 of which maintenance expense and the 
purchase of new equipment were the principal items. 


RESERVE AND TRUST FUNDS... . The capital reserve 
fund, which was established for the purchase of land and/or new 
school buiidings, amounted to $5,255.40 and is on deposit in the 
Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine. 

The total amount of trust fund principals was $3,782.00 and 
unexpended income amounted to $2,621.15. These funds are on 
deposit in the Norway Savings and Norway National Banks. The 
decrease in the unexpended income account was occasioned for the 
most part by the transfer of accumulated income in the Sanborn 
Fund to the estimated income account as authorized at a special 
town meeting. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .... The departmental oper- 
ating accounts showed an increase of $29,171.20 in funds raised 
by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. Larger appro- 
priations for protection, highways and education accounts were 
the major factors contributing to the change. 

The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing year 
increased $10,898.75, as compared with the balances at the start 
of the year. The increase appeared principally in the highway 
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and unclassified accounts. However, a decrease in education ac- 
count balances carried was also a factor. 


GENERAL .... The townspeople authorized the transfer of 
20,000.00 from surplus to the estimated income account and the 
application of estimated income to reduce the 1959 tax levy. The 
fissuance of a school repair note was also voter authorized. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 

Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy cf recording cash tiansactions. The system of internal 
control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of cash and 
other matters of financial concern. 

The cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct confirmation. Ex- 
ternal verifications were utilized on a test basis to determine the 
correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 

Debt, working fund capital, capital reserve and trust fund 
transactions were examined and balances were verified by direct 
bank confirmation. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax col- 
lections were verified with the copies of the receipts retained by 
the collector. Education account balances were checked with the 
superintendent of Schools. Surety bond coverage was reviewed. 

In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accom- 
panying statements and supporting information present fairly the 
financial position of the town at December 31, 1959, and the re-: 
sults of its operations for the year then ended.

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Services 


NORWAY—1959 


Conferences have been held with the Superintendent of Schools 
and teaches regarding the school health program. When indi- 
cated, home visits have been made to discuss with the parents the 
health problems of their children and to offer suggestions and 
clinic help when indicated. 


Some school children who have been referred by the teachers 
for a hearing test have been checked with the Puretone Audio- 
meter. Testing will continue after the Christmas vacation. If any 
are found to have a hearing loss they will be referred to their own 
family doctor. After his examination, if further follow-up is 
decired by a specialist, the child may be referred by his physician 
to the State Hard-of-Hearing Clinic. 


The usual home visits have been made to expectant mothers, 
infants and pre-school children to give assistance according to the 
apparent need. This includes stressing the importance of physical 
examinations; the interpretation of medical recommendations; 
advice regarding nutrition and diet; urging correction of known 
physical defects and explaining facilities available for correction. 


Since the last school Potio clinic in January of 1959, National 
Authorities have advised a fourth pollo inoculation. It is hoped 
your town will provide funds so this may be offered to the chil- 
dren of your community in 19€0. 


Your public health nurse wishes to take this opportunity to 
express sincere appreciation to everyone who has been so gen- 
erous with assistance to the public health nursing program. A 
special thank you to the Superintendent of Schools, teachers and 
volunteers, for without your cooperation progress would be limited.

LIBRARY ACTIVITIES 


A course of four lessons in Investments began in January with 
Mr. Leroy Luce and Mr. Carrell Pierce as lecturers. These were 
well attended. 

Special displays during the winter included Arts and Crafts, 
Civil War mementoes in honor of the 150th anniversary of the 
birth of Akiraham Lincoln, and the report of the Planning Board 
just prior to Town Meeting. This last display was accompanied 
by a display of old pictures showing Norway Village just after the 
fire of 1894. 

National Library Week, April 11-18, opened with a reception 
for Mrs. Charles Huff, whose book “Forty Years Too Late” had 
just been published. Station WKTQ again co-operated with the 
library by broadcasting interviews about local authors. Those 
speaking fin person were Aviis Huff, ‘Reg’? Dinsmore, and J. Nes- 
bit Lello. Milan Bennett spoke about Dr. C. A. Stephens, Judge 
A. J. Stearns for Arthur C. Bartlett, and Faunce Pendexter for his 
father, Hugh Pendexter. A contest to find the oldest book in Nor- 
way was won by Mis. Chesley Nelson. On the last day of the week 
a story hour for children was well attended. Mrs. Mary Sloanaker 
told the stories. 

Special displays of memorial books were made in May, also 
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the award winning books of the Spring Book Festival. This dis- 
play included not only the N. Y. Herald Tribune Festival Awards, 
but also the Newberry, Caldecott and other outstanding awards. 

Summer activities included three story hours for the children 
and four lectures for adults. The first of these was a talk on an- 
tiques by Mr. Neal Allen of F. O. Bailey’s in Portland. The other 
three were on Maine minerals and mineral collecting by Mr. Stan- 
ley Perham of West. Paris. 

Bock Week in November proved so popular that it had to be 
extended into the next week to accommodate all the classes that 
made reservations for library visits. A total of 1329 books were 
checked out during this time. Discussion of library procedure 
and book reviews and stories by the librarian furnished the pro- 
gram for the classes. 

A special display in honor of ‘Mellie’ Dunham featured a 
large picture of him which has been presented to the library by 
Mr. Clarence Morton, a large scrapbook collected by Walter 
Starbird presented by Mrs. Grace and Glenna Starbird, one of Mel- 
lie’s violins lent by Mary Brill Parker, and a pair of snowshoes 
the property of Raymond Edwards. With these were Henry 
Ford’s book of the revival of old dances and a new biography of 
Robert Peary. 

A llarge display of Christmas books and a tiny tree occupied 
the center table during the Christmas Season. The wreath for 
the door was presented by the Paris-Norway Garden Club. Wood 
for a fire in the fireplace was the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Edwin 
Cummings.

Report of the Superintending 
Schocl Committee 


To tthe Citizens of Norway: 

The financial statement for 1959 hlas been shown on tthe pre-- 
ceding pages and clearly shows the receipts land expenditures. 
‘The small unexpended balances are a result of careful planning 
of ithe 1959 budget and a reduction of about $4000 in State Sub- 
sidy as a result of action by the last Legislature. 

A recent survey studied by your committee lindicates that in 
thirty-six towns with a populaltion of 2500 ito 4999, the percentage 
of total town budget allocated in 1959 for education in these ~ 
towns runs from a high of 69.4% to a low of 38.1%. Norway was 
ithinty-fourth on }this list, allocating 43.7% of ithe tax dollar for 'ed- 
ucation. The report ialso indicated that on ithe basis af State valu- 
ation the tax rate, as a result of money raised for al] municipal 
purposes, was higher !than Niorway’s in only four of ‘the ‘thinty- 
six towns and lower in thirty-one of these same thirty-six towns. 
This shows that the cost of education lin Norway is in a very fa- 
vorable position in comparison with the other ‘towns used in the 
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survey. Your committee feels thalt on the basis of this report ilts. 
attempts to be conservative have at least been ‘successful. 


As a result of the ever increasing inflationary spiral, your 
committee has felt it necessary to revise the existing ‘Teachers: 
Salary Schedule effective next September. The revision will 
bring our starting salaries for new teachers in line with tthe mini- 
mum stanting salaries that ccllege and normal school graduates. 
will be receiving. More important, iit will result in increases to 
our present teachers ito help offset their increased Cost of Living 
expenses. It is believed that the value of keeping our experienced 
teachers cannot be over-stressed and without this increase several 
might be attracted Ito other ‘towns and cities operating with more: 
attractive Teachers Salary Schedules.

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Report of the 
Superintendent of Scheols 


‘To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of 
Norway: 

I herewith submit to you my annual report of the Norway 
schools for the year ending December 31, 1959. 

Schools opened in September with two new teachers in the 
high school. Mr. John Theriault replaced Mr. Daniel Kimball; 
and Mr. Clifford Jordan, a substitute teacher for the Jast half of 
last year, wa's elected iti fill the vacancy in’ the science department. 
In the junior high grades, Mrs. Record resigned, and Miiss Poland 
was itransferred from social studies to reading and health. There 
were no vacancies in the grade building. Mrs. Pauline Conley 
retired in June and Miss Abbott in September. Mrs Florence 
Young was elected to fill the vacancy at Norway Lake, and Mrs. 
Faye Bean will complete the year at the Tucker Street School. 


ACCREDITATION 

Nineteen sixty is the year that the State Department of Edu- 
cation has designated when high schools should be accredited. This 
has not been accompished at Norway. We have made the minor 
improvements suggested but have not completed the major items 
such ‘as expansion of (the library, adding ia half-time librarian, a 
half-time secretary for the principals, a guidance teacher and 
rooms for guidance, and an auditorium and gymnasium. 

Accreditation iis not manidatory. It lis to be hoped that all 
communities in Maine will want their high schools accredited. 
For the moment it seems to be inadvisable to seek accreditation 
because of the study being made by citizen groups relative to the 
forming of an administrative district. After the citizens’ commit- 
tee makes a report of lits findings, we shall have some basis on 
whitch to decide what to do about the problem of accreditation. 


SAFETY 

At ithe annual meeting, the town appropriated five ‘thousand 
dollars for materials and labor to make alterations on school 
buildings to provide the maximum of safety for children and 
school personnel. The money was spent according to the recom- 
mendation of the office of the Insurance Commissioner, . Division 
of State Fire Prevention. The appropriation was not sufficient 
to complete the safety program, so the balance was taken out of 
the repairs account. ; 

In the elementary grade building, panic bars were installed 
on all exit doors. The school committee, after consultation with 
state fire prevention officials, decided not to instal] fire doors in 
the stair welts in the grade building. In place of these they had 
a door cut through the partition separating the two fifth grade 
rooms and another door cut through the outside wall leading to a 
fire escape which was added to the building. These changes pro- 
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vide a maximum of safety. The children are able to evacuate 
the building in less than two minutes. 

At the Lower Primary School the oil-burning heating unit 
was removed from the classroom, installed tin the shed, and sealed 
off from the classroom. A second exit was cut through the wall 
leading to steps onto the playground. All doors swing outward 
and are equipped with panic bars. 

At the Middle Primary the same procedure was carried out 
as at the Lower Primary School, namely, removing the oil burner 
to the shed, providing a second exit, and installing panic bars on 
exit doors. 

At the Upper Primary, the oil burner was removed to the shed 
and panic bars installed on the exit doovs. It was not necessary 
to provide the second exit as the building already had two 
exits. 

The Norway Lake Primary was provided with a new oil burn- 
er which was placed in the shed and sealed from the toilet rooms 
and classroom. All doors were provided with panic bars. 

With these changes in the heating and the installation of 
safety hardware on the exit doors, the buildings are as safe as 
it is possible to make them. 


NORWAY LAKE SCHOOL 


In March the town made an appropriation of six thousand 
dollars for the Norway Lake School to provide modern. toilet 
rooms, sanitary waste disposal, a well, a pump room, and a pump 
and foundation for the building. 

The well is a dug well located on a vein of water which 
should provide an ample water supply under ordinary conditions. 
The capacity of the well is around three thousand gallons. If the 
well should fail during a period of drouth, the system is provided 
with an auxiliary line to the lake which may be cut in to pro- 
vide water for the building. The water is made potable by the use 
of a chlorinator. At the present time the weil is providing the 
water used in the building. It was necessary to take part of the 
cost for the foregoing alterations from the repairs account as the 
appropriation was not sufficient to cover the cost. 


REPAIRS 


At the Lower Primary and Middle Primary Schools the sheds 
were placed on cinder block foundations. The grade building was 
painted on the outside, the roof was repaired where the shingles 
were lifting, cellar windows were replaced, and some of the in- 
terior was painted. In the gymnasium the sheathing at the end 
of the building was replaced with veneer board. 

At the shop, the rear of the agriculture room was partitioned 
off to provide a temporary classroom. Another large portion of 
the school yard was tarred and graveled, and the cld black ton 
was given a sealing coat of tar. 

Tearing out and replacing the steps tin friont of the ‘grade 
building was not done as originally planned, as the committee 
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decided to try to save expense by patching the cld steps and thus 
to defer the expcnse of new steps until later. 

The ear on the coal-buinning boiler was overhauled. This 
stoke.: dates from World War II when it replaced an cil burner. 
The firebox was completely rebuilt. The tube which fecds the coal 
into the hearth is getting worn and will have to be replaced in the 
near future. 

The buildings are in good repair. Our repairs for next sum- 
mer will be the painting cf the trim and windows of the high 
schocl bui.ding and redecorating the inside of the high school 
building as the paint iis peeling badly. A study is being made to 
ascertain the cause of the peeling. This must be corrected and the 
cause eliminated iif possible. When the cause is known, we shall 
be able to redecorate those places where the peeling tis occurring. 

SCHOOL LUNCH 

The schocl lunch is still opo.iating under difficulties at the 
Fiiremen’s Hail. The cooking space lis very limited, as is the din- 
ing area. The state inspector was in, and we made the changes he 
indicated in his report, but he made it clear to me that the town 
should provide better facilities. The limitation of space and facil- 
ities creates many problems, one of which jis sanitation. 

The women who are work:nz on the hot funch program 
should be commended for the lunches they are serving. We hope 
that some day we shall have a cafeteria in which the town may 
take pride. 

SPECIAL MILK PROGRAM 

We are serving milk at recess to those children who wish it. 
Miik was not served tin the high schoci] buliding during the fall 
te:m. A milk vending machine was ordered at the close of school 
fast summer for delivery before school opened in September, but, 
because of a change in the model and the steel] strike, we did not 
receive it until the Christmas recess. It was insial’ed, and the 
operation of it has been very satisfactory. 

CONCLUSION 

In conclusion, I would like to express my aporeciation to the 
superintendiing school committee, the teaching staff, the town 
manager and his staff, and all other personnel for the sptendia 
cooperation they have given.

Report of the High School. Principal 


‘To the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending epi 
Commiiitee, and the Citizens of Norway: 


IT submit my annual report for your consideration. 
Registration as tof ‘September was less than tthat of the last 
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few years. This lis because a smaller ‘than usual Freshman: Class 
entered, iand a large class of fifty-seven seniors graduated in June. 
The usual number cif drop-outs and new enrollments since Sep- 
tember licaves tlhe enrollment ag of January 1 ‘at one hundred 
seven boys and one hundred ttwenty-seven girls, totalling two 
hundred thirty-four. 

Reports firom schools amd colleges concerning ‘our recent 
graduates are very good. No failures are evident iat the present. 
Many boys entered the armed services for tours of duty all over 
the states, and others are employed in offices and factories. 

The res gnaltion of Mr. Daniel Kimball last spring caused a 
vacancy lin the science and ccaching departments. We were for- 
tuniate to be able to hire Mr, John Paul Theriault, a 1959 gradu- 
ate of the University of Maine, to replace Mr. Kimball. Mr. 
Theriault has made a very gocd start in his classes and with his 
fooitball team. 

The dropping of the agriculture course because of the lack 
of interested students miade a change in the assignments of Mr. 
Hicker. ‘He is now teaching junior high school science, secondary 
mathematics, and driver education. (Half of ithe agriculture shop 
has been converted into a temporary classroom to take care of 
these classes. ; 

Norway is fortunate lin being able to keep the veteran corps 
of ‘teachers, as experience is la great factor in maintaining ithe 
standards of aischiool. Every teacher in the high school has a com-= 
plete schedule of classes and iactiviities which are being well su- 
pervised. 

The financial report of all clubs and activities show a bal- 
ance as of January 1. 3 

Parents anid friends of the school are urged and always wel- 
come to visit ithe scholols whille they jare in jsession. This iis the 
only way that you can get a true picture of [the schools in ae- 
tion so ithat you might understand them better.

Report of The Elementary 
Principal 


'To ithe Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending Schciol Com- 
mittee, and the Citizens of Norway: 

School opened in September, 1959, with an enrollment ap- 
proximately thhe same as last year. There were four hundred 
sixity-cine pupils lin tthe elementary grades on January 5, 1960. 
During the first four moniths of the present school year, twenty- 
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three new puplls have entered and ten have transferred to other 
school systems. 

At the beginning of tthe school year, the primary enrollment 
haid to be redistributed in order to equalize Ithe teacher load. The 
Lake School was bulging with forty-five pupils in attendance on 
the opening day. Thiese children, for \the most part, are bus 
children and, in order not [to complicate the bus situation any 
more ithan necessary, it seemed advisable to arrange ithe enroll- 
ment so that all pupils transferred to another primary would be 
on the same bus. 

In ‘the elementary building we have ia crowded and unsatis- 
factory condition. Our room memberships average ‘thirty-three, 
With each fifth grade (division having thirty-nine in attendance, 
and each third grade division thiirty-six. Twenty years ago pos: 
sibly a teacher could cope satisfactorily with this situation, but to- 
day, with our improved standards, tthe new emphasis placed on 
science, a broader and expanding curriculum, and many other 

‘changes, we lare concerned about ithis ‘‘ma'ss” education. 

All iavailable space tis utilized to the fullest extent in ithis 
building. We even place classes of music in 'the alttic where the 
usable floor space for pupils measures approximately fifteem feet 
by ‘thirty feet. Some of |these classes have fifty ito sixty pupils in 
attendance. One group in music education is compelled to use 
the gymnasium because there are sixty-five participating. This 
period in the gymnasium is ithe only jone available to Miss Klan 
because physical education classes are conducted there throughout 
the remainder of the day. 

This year we approached the reading program in the (fifth 
and sixth grades in a somewhat different manner. A one-hour 
period for reading is scheduled at 1 o’clock daily except Friday, 
and each pupil passes to his assigned group. These groupis are 
selected according to the reading level of the pupil. The reading 
abilities of a group are now confined to a range which iis more 
adapitable ito efficient teaching. 

This year ian additional fire escape has been attached tio ithe 
north side of the building, and this enables pupils to evacuate 
the building in approximaitely two minutes. (Conitinued practice 
on ‘the use lof ithe fire escape eliminates ithe fear involved and tends 
to make the exit a more ondinary procedure. 

We have a very good standardized testing program established 
in our schoolis, and an individual record of each pupil is kept in 
order to ascertain his or her progress. It is our intention and aim 
to notify any parent by the end of ithe third quarter or on com- 
pletion of the yearly testing program if hij child ijg not progress- 
ing gufficiently to warrant promotion. We hope tio remedy as 
many difficulties as possible before a child reaches the fourth 
grade. Grades cne, two, and ithree supply ithe basic fcundaitions 
necessary to compete in the following years of schiool. 

New textbooks have been supplied to replace old editions and 
also to supplement programs already established. 
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Forty new books have been added in our continuing effort to» 
build up our school library. The profit realized from our book fair 
was used to supplement that of the school department. We wish 
to continue to create a desire for and an enjoyment of reading 
by jhaving avallable for pupils materials both interesting and in-- 
formational. 

I urge all parents to visit school to get a first hand knowledge 
of conditions and ito gain'a better insight into the progress of 
your children.

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Town Manager’s Report 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Norway: 

I herewith submit to you my annual report on the municipal 
activities of the Town of Norway for the year 1959, it being the 
seventoenth year under the Seclectmen-Town Manager form olf 
government. 

GENERAL GOVERNMENT 

The Town of Norway closed the year with ia cash balance of 
°$42,423.84 and the overall financlal picture is good. The tax col- 
lector’s account shows all 1957 and 1958 taxes paid. The 1959 tax 
commitment was $287,664.27 and on December 31, 1959 there was 
“$10 383.48 in unpaid taxes, however since January 1, 1960 we have 
collected over $3,090.00. The Treasurer’s account shows that there 
is a balance of $1,472.99 still due on 1958 tax liens which expire in 
December 1960. The expired 1957 tax liens totaled $85.63 and 
have now become town-owned property. 

In October, Mrs. Georgina G. Bryant resigned to accept a po- 
sition in Danvers, Mass. Mrs. Bryant worked for the Town of 
Norway for over seventeen years as town clerk, assistant treasurer 
and deputy tax collector. The Town has lest a valued employee. 

M's. Elizabeth Smith has taken over the work previously done 
by Mrs. Brvant and is doing an excelent job. Mrs. Isabelle Thorp 
‘was hircid as office clerk. 

The Sclectmen have been very cooperative, and nearly all 
have 100% attendance record at their bi-weekly meetings. Mr. 
TTenry Packard resigned a3 selectman .and together with his 
family moved to California. 

WINTER HIGHWAYS 

Today we demand more and better service from the highway 
department and much credit should be given this department for 
a job well done. Foreman Donalid Hunt and his crew have done 
excellent work. 

In the winter of 1959 we used 250 tons of salt and 3000 yards 
-Of sand ion ‘the streets and ircads of Norway. In the Fall of 1959 
we stock-piled 2700 yards of sand fortified with salt to be used this 
“winter. 

BRIDGES 

The’ wocden plank deck was replaced on the Beal Street 

bridge and the Greenleaf Avenue deck will be replaced in 1960. 
SUMMER ROADS 

Due to-so much rain in June and again this fall, some of our 
‘outlying roads were neglected. We did rebuild about two miles of 
new road. The Edward Kahkonen road from the Oxford line to 
‘the Kahkonen farm was rebuilt and about one mile of the Upton 
Ridge road was rebuilt. The back side of Pike Hill road was 
graveled and tarred and numerous culverts were installed. 

Again this year we had an extensive tarring program. The 
“Yagger road from Hobbs Pond to Edwin Emerson’s Sr. home and 
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part of the Fike Hl rcad were tarred for the first time. Sealing 
coats were applied to the Sodom road, Upper Pleasant Street, Old 
Greonwood road, Morse road, Upton road and Bridge road. The 
following streets were tarred: Hcirne, Elm, Bridge, Water, Lee, 
Whitman, Maple, Summer and part of Beal Street. 

Sitate aid money was held over to 1960 believing that if two 
units were expended at the same time, it would build more roads.. 

For the year 1960 the following streets should be rebuilt and 
tarred: Pine, Hazen, Fern, Ski’/ngs Avenue and Hayden Avenue. 
Fike Hill should be widened and a better drainage system estab- 
ished. 

SIDEWALKS 

Only repairs to present -idewalks were made in 1959. Money 
will have to be made available for the Water Street sidewalk 
which will be built by W. H. Hinman, Inc. in conjunction with 
the new State Highway. Costs not to exceed $700. Beal Street 
should have a sidewalk from Marston Street to Winter Street. 
At the present time iit is only a path. 


WELFARE 
We have made good progress in reducing the cest of this de- 
partment. New settlements were found for two cases and those 


whi were physically fit were made to work. The appropriation 
for this account can be cut $5,000 for 1960. 
SEWERS 

Wright & Pierce, consulting engineers, were engaged to make 
the survey of ovir sanitary sewer system. It is hoped that their 
repcert will be ready for Town Meeting. 

A. G Blaquiere, Jr. resigned as Superintendent of Sewers as of 
January 1, 1959. Since that time the Town Manager and the high- 
way department have looked after the sewers. 

The Dean Avenue discharge line broke early in the spring. 
This was dug up arid a new pipe was laid on a gravel base. Since: 
that time the pump has functioned satisfactorily. 

The Greenleaf Avenue sewer pump has been the source of a 
great deal of trouble for the town and fcr the people who live 
noar it. It was planned 'to extend the Greenleaf Avenue sewer 
from Elm Street to Main Street but due to the fact that a power 
backhoe was not available and the November rains, it was deemed 
advisable to wait until Spring to complete this project. When 
completed it will eliminate the pump that is now in use. 

The Edgewood Lane sewer was laid in November 1959 to the 
town’s specifications and the voters at town meeting will be asked 
to reimburse Mr. Partridge and Mr. Detert for one-half the cost 
of this sewer. 

TOWN DUMP 

Charles Dodge has done a good job looking after the town 
dump. The sand and gravel taken from this land has already re- 
paid the town the cost of the original investment. 

PROTECTION 

For the Fire Department report I refer you to Chief Homer 

R. Luck’s report. I have enjoyed friendly relations with the men 
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in the department and the cooperation of Chief Luck and Engineer 
Robert Butters. 

On July 1, 1959, Officer J. Emelien (Frank) Lafrance was 
retired. Frank was a faithful police officer and served the town 
well for over twenty years. 

Earle Rogers was hired to take Frank’s place and he has 
all the qualifications of making a good pcitice cfiicer. 

Officers Guilford and Patton have as usual given a good ac- 
count of themselves. 

Norway has not had a fatal motor vehicle accident for sev- 
eval years and much credit goes to our small but efficient Police 
Department for this record. 

Over 1260 cars were stopped, 653 warnings were issued and 
“154 arrests were made in 1959. 

As in the past we have had the cooperation of both the Oxford 
County Sheuviff’s Department and the State Police. 

To all town officials, employees and the citizens of Norway, 
thank you for your loyalty and cooperation, it has been my privi- 
lege to work with you and for you.

‘the place of the old Verticale steam bciller.

“Sub-Section ff. The polls anid estate of all persons who by 
reason of age, infirmity or poverty are in the judgment: of’ the 
assesscirs unable to contribute toward Ithe public charges; the 
estalte up to the value of $3,500 olf all persons determined to be 
bling within the definition provided by sections 298 to 318, in- 
clusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under the provisions 
of gaid sections; buit no property conveyed to any persons for the 
purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under ithis subsec- 
tion shall be iso exempt, anid \the obitalining cf such exemption by 
meang iof fraudulent conveyance shall be puntished by ia fine of not 
les; them $100 and not more than two ‘times ithe amount of the 
taxes evaded by such fraudulent conveyance, whichever amount 
is greater; and in case any person entitled to such exemption has 
property taxiable (n mire than one city cr ‘town of 'the state, such 
proportion iof such total exemption shall be miade in each city or 
ttown, as the value of \the property taxable in such city or town 
bears Ito (Ine value of ‘the whole of the property cf such person 
taxablje tin the staltie.” (1953, c. 291, Sec. 1. 1954, c. 92, Sec. 10.) 

“The piolils iof all soldiers, sailors and marines who served in 
the army or navy of the U. S. fin the Philippine Insurrection or 
any ifederallly recogn:zed war period prior thereto, or who served 
in World Wars Ior II or tthe Korean Campaign who receive 
stiite pension; the polls of all soldiers, sailors or marines who 
are receiving pension or retirement pay ior compensation or voca- 
tional training from the United States government on account 
of disability incurred in or aggravaited by service iin said wars; 
and in the estates up ito the value of $3,500 of veteranis who serv- 
ed in tthe armed forces of the United States during any federally 
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recognized war period, including the Korean campaign, who were

Perambulation and Survey of the 
Town Lines Separating Norway, 
Maine, and Greenwood, Maine 


Agreeable to Mr. Donald F. McAllister, Town Manager of 
Norway, and Mr. Lester W. Cclle, Greenwood Selectman, we met 
at 9:00 a. m., November 11, 1959, at the southern end of the line 
running to Furlong Pond, which marker is an iron rod in a ledge 
located about 30’ westerly of the end of a stone wall, which is the 
Northwesterly corner of the Pelletler farm on the Hutchinson 
Pond Road. 

With the assistance of Mr. Cariroll Greenleaf, owner of Jand on 
the westerly side of this town line, as per deed, two trials were 
made to re-establish the line; cone from the marke; previously 
mentioned, running northerly; and one from Furlong Pond run- 
ning southerly. There being no monuments found, and cnly scarfed 
trees near Furlong Pond, stone walls and-wire fences for short 
distances, which were on different bearings ranging from N 18° W 
to N 13°W, the line was not definitely re-established. On Decem- 
ber 18th, another perambulation of this line was made to locate 
monuments, markers or scarfed trees, but none were found which 
could be relied upon. On account of the lateness of the season it 
was decided not to run a traverse survey to re-establish this line 
but to perambulate the east-west line to the Paris line, which 
was done as follows. 

Begin at iron rod in ledge, previously mentioned, at the N. W. 
corner of the Pelletier farm on the Hutchinson Pond Road, thence 
N 73° E along the northerly boundary of the Pelletier farm, cross- 
ing Herrick Brook; up a steep bank, then following a %4 + or — 
mile stone wall; a section of scarfed trees; another stcne wall to 
a “stone marker N-G’ on the west side of Patch Mountain Road. 
Distance 1.1 + cr — miles. 
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Continue across Patch Mountain Read, south of Happy Knoll 
‘Cottage N 73° E, short stone wall; new scarfed trees on line; pass- 
ing two lot corner posts; following two stone walls with magnetic 
bearing cf N 73° E to “split stone bound monument N-G” which 
is just west of the Hayes Road. Distance .65 + or — of a mile. 


Continue across Hayes Road, magnetic bearing S 33° EH, 
through a young pine growth, following the eastern side of the old 
County Road, passing a “pile of stones marker” and a lot corner 
post, to a stone wall with a “wooden post marker’.

Report of the 
Norway Planning Board 


To tthe Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Norway: 
The Norway Planning Board is pleased ito submit its annual 
report for the year 1959. 


Althjough iapplication was made to the State of Maine and the 
Federal Government for the second phase of our Master Plan 
program late in 1958, approval did not come until June 1, 1959. 
This wals due largely ‘to the failure of Congress to appropriate 
the necessary funds. Consequently, it ‘was necessary for us to 
amend the scope of our proposed $5,600 program to a program 
that could be completed for $4,790 and which would be approved 
by the federal authority. 
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Woodland fires are very risky. 


So keep Maine green in I96f 
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After much deliberaition, a program was «agreed upon and 
authorized which will give us most lof ithe essentials of the criginal 
proposal with some of the details omitted. The program, when 
completed, will provide the following: Community Facilities 
Study (schools, library, police, fire, recreaition, other ‘town build- 
ings and property); Circulation Plan (streets, parking); Utilities 
Plan (water system, saniltary and storm sewage systems); Land 
Use Plan; Comprehensive Plan (bringing together of all units); 
Codes and Ordinances; and ia (Capital Improvements Plan and 
Program. 


A major portion of our efforts since the program was author- 
ized have been directed ito a proposed zoning ordinance. We 
are pleased ito repont that ‘thils is lin the final stages and will be 
ready for presentation in the next few weeks. It had been hoped 
that it would be ready prior to Town Meeting, but the delay in 
authorization prevented this. Presentation will be in ithe form of 
preliminary hearings with the ‘finial disposition being determined 
at a special Town Meeting. 


Work hag also been done by the board on the Community 
Facilities ‘Study. Along ithis line an investigation has been con- 
ducted of the present recreational facilities iand future needs. In 
connection with this we hive been iin contact with the Central 
Maine Power Company, State Park Commission and jtthe Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare. ‘Through the efforts of Senator 
Margaret (Chase Smith, ia reconnaissance of Pennessecwassee Lake 
and Bird Brook drainage areas was made by the Engineer Divi- 
sion, Department of the Army, from Boston in November 1959. 
It was hoped thaltt funds might be available from ithis source for: 
improvement of drainage in ithese areas; however, the minor 
flood conitrol benefits to be \derived prevent further assistance 
from this auithoity. 


The Niorway-South Paris sewage diisposal survey being con-- 
ducted by Wrighit and Pierce of Topsham will soon be completed 
and it is expected this will be of great assistance to our future- 
’ planning. 


It is being requested that ithe wnexpended balance approxi- 
mating $365 of tthe 1959 appropriation of $500 be reappropriated 
anid an additional $1,000 be appropriated in 1960. It is expected 
about $500 will be necessairy for printing of the Phase 'Two report 
and zoning ordinance. Preliminary studies fin problem areas. 
should be jstarted and would require at least $700. The balance: 
will be needed for special meetings, legal notices and miscel-. 
laneous expenses. 


The benefits of planning will soon become apparent. We 
urge every citizen to study the second report when it becomes: 
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available. Serious thought must also be given to the proposed 
‘zoning crdinance. This will be your own cmrdinance and must be 
approved by you before it becomes enforceable.

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Report of Town Manager 


To the Beard of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Nor- 
way: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report on the muni- 
cipal activities of the Town of Norway for the year 1960, it 
being the eighteenth year under the Selectmen-Town Manager 
form of government. 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 

As required by law, the Auditor’s report is published here- 
with in full. Interested citizens of the Town of Norway may 
have access to any of our records or reports at any time. Pub- 
lic relations is everything we do or fail to do, which contributes 
to the general public attitude toward us and our organization. 
The words “the Town of Norway” are your concern and mine. 
What we strive for through better public relations is the crea- 
tion of a town organization which is pleasing to the folks who 
pay the bills. Here at the town office and throughout our 
municipal organization it is our desire to help people. WNor- 
way is a fine town and we in your municipal organization are 
always mindful, “The only reason we are here is to help the 
people of our Town.” 


SANITARY SEWERS 
Removing the solids from our sanitary sewers is still under 
study. The reports from Wright & Pierce, consulting engine- 
ers, have been received and their recommendation is that a 
treatment plant be constructed. The following is the cost and 
rate structure: 
Basic costs: 


Treatment Plant $105,000 00 
Federal and State Aid 105,000 00 
Total $210,000 00 
Construction of new sewer lines to 
treatment plant 135,000 00 
Total estimated to the Town 
of Norway 240,000 00 
Estimated yearly operation expense 19,900 00 
Estimated cost of users 58,200 00 


Estimated 700 families now served by sewers. 

$58,200.00 divided by 700=$83.14 per family per year. 

The Selectmen are of the opinion that. the cost of $83.14 
per year per family is a prohibitive tax to pay for most of us 
and have looked for other means to lower the cost. 

Sewer ponds and the lagoon systems for treatment of 
sewer solids are working out very successfully in the middle 
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western part of our Country. Their climate and soil condi- 
tions are much the same as ours and the Selectmen have rea- 
sons to believe that a Sewer pond or a lagoon system would 
function satisfactorily for the Town of Norway. The yearly 
operating cost would be less than $1,000.00 and the estimated 
cost to users would be about $35.00 per family per year. 

The Duffill Associates, Inc. of Boston, Massachusetts are 
engineers with experience in Sewer pond and lagoon systems 
and they would make a survey of the land available for this 
purpose for a fee of $1,000. 


MISCELLANEOUS 
I would like to recommend that improved street lighting 
for Main Street be installed. New street signs be erected, a 
storm sewer for Beal Street and parts of Tucker and Winter 
Streets be laid. 


WINTER HIGHWAYS 
Don Hunt and his highway crew have done an excellent job 
in keeping our streets and roads open and snow removed at 
intersections, ete, At times they work for 30 hours steady with- 
out rest and never once have they complained. 
We use about 300 tons of salt and 3000 yards sand on the 
streets and roads each winter. 


BRIDGES 
The Greenleaf Avenue Bridge will have to be raised about 
eighteen inches (18”) and the Sodom bridge needs a new wood- 
en plank deck. 


SUMMER ROADS 

The upper end of the Millettville road was rebuilt with 
town funds. The Upton Ridge road and the Pleasant Street 
jobs were done with Town Road Improvement funds. Pine, 
Hazen and Fern Streets were rebuilt with parking meter funds 
as per Articles 47 and 48 in the 1959 Town Warrant. 

State Aid money was again held over to 1961 at the re- 
quest of the State Highway Commission. We will rebuild a 
section of the Millettville Road between Stanley Thurston’s 


- Farm and Arthur Jackson’s. 


We applied 35,525 gallons of tar to our highways in 1960. 
This is money well spent for it will do away with costlier 
maintenance repairs. 

For 1961 Walker Street should be rebuilt and part of the 
Don Wood Road off Routes 117 and 118. Town Road Improve- 
ment fund should be spent on the Sodom Road. 


SIDEWALKS 
A new sidewalk was built on the south side of Beal Street 
from Marston Street to Winter, and a new sidewalk was built 
on Water Street by the W. H. Hinman, Inc. The Town paid 
for half the cost,

This year 1961, we will do considerable repair work on 
our present sidewalks. 


WELFARE 


In 1957 when I took over as Town Manager, we were 
spending about $17,000 on Welfare. This past year, 1960 the 
cost was $3,215.83. This has been accomplished by working 
with the State and Federal Agencies and making the able- 
bodied men work. On one case alone the Town was reim- 
bursed about $2,000. 


SEWERS 


The sewer system has given us very little trouble this 
year. We have cleaned several lines and by using Sanfax, a 
highly caustic compound, have kept Sewer maintenance at a 
minimum. 

The Greenleaf Avenue Sewer was completed late in the 
Fall of 1960. $3,500 was appropriated for this sewer, but due 
to the excessive amount of ledge and rocks, the appropriation 
was overdrawn $6,062.86. ‘Total cost of sewer was $9,562.86. 
Half of the cost of this sewer will be paid by the abuttors. 

The construction of this sewer not only eliminates the 
pump that was so costly to operate (and a health menace) but 
opens up the Orchard Street district for future sewers. 


TOWN DUMP 


Charles Dodge has done a good job in managing the Dump. 
This year, 1961, I would like to purchase a small dozer so that 
it would be available at all times to Charlie to keep the rub- 
bish pushed back. It will mean a better kept Dump. 


PROTECTION 


Robert J. Butters, in his first year as Chief of our Fire 
Department, has done an outstanding job. He instituted a 
training program for the firemen and has kept all fire equip- 
ment in excellent condition. For more information I refer you 
to Chief Butters’ report. . 

Our small but effective Police Department has, as usual, 
given a good account of themselves. Firm in enforcing the 
laws but always ready to lend a helping hand. Over 1300 cars 


were stopped, 583 warnings were issued and 161 arrests were 
made in 1960. 


PLANNING BOARD 


The Norway Planning Board was formed in 1956 and since 
that time has put in hundreds of hours studying and prepar- 
ing a Master Plan for the Town of Norway. A Proposed 
Ordinance was presented to the voters and Master Plan Re- 
port number 2 has been printed. Planning and Zoning is con- 
fusing to some but it is essential that Norway have both in 
the interest of “public health, safety, peace, morals, comfort, 
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convenience and general welfare,” and to give us guidance in 
those activities which affect the physical form of our town. 

The Selectmen, as well as I want to compliment the Plan- 
ning Board for their efforts and cooperation.

Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Service 


NORWAY—1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the 
health of individuals and families living in a community. An 
organized program for public health is one that offers those in- 
dividuals and families every possible chance of living and en- 
joying life, free from the handicaps of preventable disease and 
disability. In more formal terms, the objective of a public 
health program is to bring to all the people the benefit of mod- 
ern medical and related sciences including the care and rehabili- 
tation of the sick and disabled, the promotion of healthful liv- 
ing, and the prevention and control of disease. 

A number of people are involved in the attaining of this 
objective. All together they make up a “health team”. The 
_ public health nurse is an essential member of this team. She 
shares in planning and action with other workers in the fields 
of health, education, and welfare; with physicians, hospitals, 
clinics; with school personnel; with citizen groups. One of her 
important functions is coordination with the others involved to 
provide public health services to individuals, families, and com- 
munity. Citizens of the community are also essential members 
of the health team. Alert to the health needs of their com- 
munity, taking their share of responsibility to meet these needs, 
their contribution as health workers is indispensable to the ef- 
fectiveness of the public health program. A vital, dynamic, 
working “health team” in the local community strengthens the 
public health not only of that community, but also of the State 
and the Nation. —

Norway, along with Bridgton, Harrison, and Waterford, 
has been selected as part of a pilot project, one of three in the 
East, to study forest productivity. The project is called the 
FOREST UNIT PRODUCTIVITY PROJECT and is sponsored 
by the Maine Forest Service in cooperation with other agencies. 
A committee of community leaders is working on the subjects 
of town forests, timber stand improvement, tree planting, tree 
farms, forest protection, forest finance, forest laws, and others 
in an effort to find better methods and means to step up all 
phases of forest productivity and the other multiple use values 
of recreation, wildlife, and water-supply. The Project is de- 
signed to be beneficial to your town and to serve as a model 
guide for other communities in Maine and in other states. 

YOUR WOODLOT is an important part of the 23,411 acres 
of forest land in Norway. How your woeodlot and neighboring 
lots are managed today will determine whether the predicted 
demand of twice the present consumption of wood will be met 
in the year 2000.

REVISED STATUTES, 1957, CHAPTER 91A SEC. 10 
AN ACT RELATING TO EXEMPTIONS 
FROM TAXATION OF VETERANS 


“Sub-Section III. The polls and estate of all persons who 
by reason of age, infirmity or poverty are in the judgment of 
the assessors unable to contribute toward the public charges; 
the estate up to the value of $3,500 of all persons determined to 
be blind within the definition provided by sections 298 to 318, 
inclusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under the provi- 
sions of said sections; but no property conveyed to any persons 
for the purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under 
this subsection shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such 
exemption by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $100 and not more than two 
times the amount of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent con- 
veyance, whichever amount is greater; and in case any person 
entitled to such exemption has property taxable in more than 
one city or town of the state, such proportion of such total 
exemption shall be made in each city or town, as the value of 
the property taxable in such city or town bears to the value of 
the whole of the property of such person taxable in the state.”

“The polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served 
in the army or navy of the U. S. in the Philippine Insurrection 
or any federally recognized war period prior thereto, or who 
served in World Wars I or II or the Korean Campaign who re- 
ceive state pension; the polls of all soldiers, sailors or marines 
who are receiving pension or retirement pay or compensation 
or vocational training from the United States government on 
account of disability incurred in or aggravated by service in 
said wars; and in the estates up to the value of $3,500 of vet- 
erans who served in the armed forces of the United States dur- 
ing any federally recognized war period, including the Korean 
campaign, who were honorably discharged or honorably sep- 
arated and retired to the reserve, when they shall have reached 
the age .of 62 years or are receiving any form of pension or 
compensation from the United States Government for total dis- 
ability, service connected or non-service connected, as a veteran; 
and the estates up to the value of $3,500 of the unremarried 
widow or minor child of any veteran who would be entitled to 
such exemption if living, or who is in receipt of a pension or 
compensation from the federal government as the widow or 
minor child of a veteran: provided, however, that no person 
shall qualify for such exemption unless the veteran upon whose 
record the exemption is claimed was a legal resident of this 
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state when he entered the military service of the United States 
or unless such veteran or his widow has been a legal resident 
of this state for at least 10 years prior to making the claim for 
exemption; and provided further that any person hereinbefore 
enumerated who desires to secure this exemption shall file 
written proof of entitlement on or before the first day of April 
with the assessors of the town in which he resides, whereupon 
the assessors shall grant such exemption to such person while 
so qualified or until notified of reason or desire for discon- 
tinuance; but no property conveyed to any person for the pur- 
pose of obtaining exemption from taxation under the subsec- 
tion shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption 
by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $100 and not more than two times the amount 
of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent conveyance whichever

Norway Planning Board 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Norway: 


The Norway Planning. Board is pleased to submit its an- 


nual report for the year 1960. 


The second phase of our Comprehensive Master Plan. 


Program was completed late in the year, and Master Plan Re- 
port Number Two has been submitted to the Selectmen for 
study. It was hoped the report could be printed for distribu- 
tion to the taxpayers prior to the 1961 Town Meeting, as was 
dene with Master Plan Report Number One; however, the late 
completion date prevented this. It is planned to print and dis- 
tribute the report as early as possible in 1961 at an estimated 
cost of $500, ! 
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Many recommendations and suggestions are included in 
the report, and for the details of these we refer you to the 
report. 

At a Special Town Meeting held on January 9, 1961, ad- 
jcurned from December 12, 1960, because of inclement weath- 
er, the Proposed Zoning Ordinance was defeated by 166 to 64. 
Although four public hearings were previcusly held to ac- 
quaint the voters with the ordinance, it was evident at the 
Special Town Meeting, that considerable misunderstanding of 
the proposed law still existed. It was also evident following 
the meeting that much of the opposition feels some form of 
zoning is needed. Accordingly, we would recommend further 
effort to present an acceptable ordinance. 

In November, the chairman and two other members at- 
tended the Planning and Zoning Symposium conducted at the 
Annual Meeting of the Maine Municipal Association in Port- 
land. The meetings were very informative and instructive, 
and it was evident that much is being accomplished through- 
out the state in planning and zoning fields. 

At the 1960 Town Meeting, the 1959 unexpended balance 
of $363.91 was reappropriated and an additional $1000 was 
raised and appropriated. Our expenditures for 1960 amounted 
to only $140.06, and an unexpended balance of $1227.85 re- 
mains. The reason for this balance is that due to the delay 
in completing the second planning report, the expense of print- 
ing and distribution of the report has not yet been incurred. 
Also, we had anticipated more detailed study and investiga- 
tion of special projects which time did not permit. The ex- 
penses incurred were primarily for printing the Proposed 
Zoning Ordinance and miscellaneous expenses. Again, we are 
requesting reappropriation of the unexpended balance for the 
printing of the second planning report, continued zoning work, 
-and some detailed studies, particularly a capital budget pro- 
gram and parking authority. 

We wish to extend our sincere appreciation to the Select- 
men and Town Manager for their generous help and coopera- 
tion.

NOTICE TO TAXPAYERS 


ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM: 


“Sec. 34, Ch. 91A, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1957. Asses- 
sors to give notice to bring in lists of taxable property; if no 
lists are brought in, no claim for abatement. Before making 
an assessment, the assessors shall give seasonable notice in 
writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in some pub- 
lic place in the town, or shall notify them, in such other way as 
the town directs, to make and bring in to them true and perfect 
lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on 
the 1st day of April of the same year. If any resident owner 
after such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such 
list, he is hereby barred of his right to make application to the 
assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and sat- 
isfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident owners may be proved by a no- 
tice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the tax- 
payer or given by any other method that brings notice home to 
the taxpayers.”

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Report of Superintending 


School Committee 


To the Citizens of Norway: 


The Financial Statement for 1960 has been shown on the 
preceding pages and clearly indicates the receipts and expen- 
ditures. The small unexpended balances are a result of careful 
planning of the 1960 budget. 


This year in our report we believe that we have moral 
responsibility to discuss briefly the so-called Sinclair Law, the 
Foundation Program and the possibility of consolidating our 
school system with a neighboring town. As this report is be- 
ing prepared, the work of the Citizens Sinclair Study Commit- 
tee is nearing an end and it is possible that their report and 
recommendations may become available to the public before 
the Town Report is published; however, to clarify a few points 
or questions that many citizens probably have, we.would like 
to give the following summary on the Sinclair Law. 


Some three to four years ago a bill known as the Sinclair 
Bill was presented to the legislature with the result that certain 
parts of the bill were enacted into law. The State laws gov- 
erning education are laws that we must live with and abide by 
until such time as they are changed or amended. The Sinclair 
Law basically was a money bill—the members of legislature 
feeling that the State should share a larger portion of the cost 
of education. The legislature, however, put certain restrictions 
on or made certain requirements of school systems before they 
could participate in the increased subsidies. Basically, they re- 
quire that a Foundation Program be met which principally re- 
quires ‘a pupil-teacher ratio of 30-1 in the elementary schools 
and 25-1 in the secondary schools, that teachers be paid salaries 
not less than those prescribed by the minimum Teachers State 
Salary Schedule and that schools be of sufficient size in student 
population to allow for proper curriculum and quality educa- 
tion. For those small school systems unable to meet the Foun- 
dation Program by themselves, the law provides certain ways 
for them to join together and become known as a school dis- 
trict. Provisions were made for substantial subsidies in any 
new buildings undertaken by a school district plus additional 
subsidy for the cost of operating a school district. 


Your School Committee has attempted since December, 
through reports in the local newspaper, to outline the various 
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facts that all voters should be aware of before attempting to 
decide how they feel about consolidation. In order for this 
town to have an accredited school and meet the Foundation 
Program, considerable capital expenditure is necessary. The 
law provides for loss of subsidy if the Foundation Program is 
not met, but at the present time there is no penalty for not 
being accredited although, in all fairness, we should say that 
there might be at a later date a penalty through loss of sub- 
sidy for not being accredited. It is also possible that graduates 
from accredited high schools may in the future receive first 
consideration from colleges. Your School Committee, being in- 
volved almost daily with discussions of various matters re- 


garding your school system and its needs, sincerely believes 
that joining in a school district with the neighboring Town of 
Paris is the most practical and feasible solution to the prob- 
lem from ‘an educational viewpoint. The members of the Com- 
mittee, however, feel that they have a moral responsibility to 


conduct whatever type of school system you desire so that it. 


will bring the most good to the most number of people at all 
times. 


In the meantime, we must prepare ourselves to continue as 
in the past until such time as the voters may instruct other- 
wise. Accordingly, we present the following budget for your 
approval. In studying the 1961 budget you will note that an 
overall increase of almost $25,000 over the previous year has 
been requested. The principal needs for the increased amount 
are as follows:

2. An additional teacher, a woman instruc-

The estimated State subsidy is based on receiving 100 
cents on the dollar after applying the formula that is used by 
the State Department of Education. It is possible that the 
legislature could grant more or could grant less, but since the 
answer to this probability will not be known until long after 
Town Meeting, the best calculated risk seems to be to plan on 
the legislature granting 100 cents on a dollar using the exist- 
ing foundation formula.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of 
Norway: 

I herewith submit to you my annual report of the Norway 
schools for the year ending December 31, 1960. 

Schools opened September 6 with a teachers’ meeting for 
all teachers in union number twenty-one. Mr. Maurice Dore 
replaced Mr. John Theriault who accepted a position in Water- 
ville. Mr. Clifford Jordan did not return, and Mr. Nicholas 
Clements replaced him as teacher of science. Mrs. June Bach- 
elder transferred from Welchville to grade four, and Mrs. Alice 
Averill transferred to the Tucker Street Primary School. 


ACCREDITATION 

There has been a press release in the Advertiser-Democrat 
of the letter from the State Department of Education relative 
to accreditation. Dr. Joseph J. Devitt and Mr. Emery S. Dun- 
fee made a re-survey the latter part of December, 1960. The 
requirements did not change too much from the original re- 
quirements. The essential requisites are enumerated as fol- 
lows: 

1. Certified guidance counselor, the pupil-teacher 
ratio being four hundred to one. With our present 
enrollment of three hundred fifty-seven in the six-year 
high school, this would mean nearly a full-time in- 
structor and space for the same. 

2. The letter stated that despite the fact that the 
high school library has excellent reference materials 
and that the town library is outstanding, a library 
within the school is necessary for good instruction. 
The standards for such a library would be a certified 
librarian one period per day for each one hundred pu- 
pils enrolled, a collection of at least ten usable books 
per pupil, space for storage of these books, and library 
tables ‘and seating for at least ten per cent of the pupils 
enrolled. This means additional space which is not at 
present available. 

3. A formal course in health education for all 
pupils in grades nine through twelve. 

4. More typewriting space should be provided, as | 
the present typewriting room is inadequate. More 
space must be provided for teaching office practice 
effectively. 

5. More laboratory space must be provided, in- 
cluding laboratory tables wired for A. C. Current. 
Additional storage space to be provided, chemistry 


= 
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classes limited to twenty-four pupils, and an additional 

science room provided to teach biology efficiently as 

the present laboratory is not adequate. 

6. Although a few years ago we remodeled the 
home economics department, the letter pointed out 
that the requirements outlined by Mrs. Fettinger, state 
supervisor, should be met before September 1, 1963, for 
approval of vocational home economics. 

All the foregoing items mean that more space is needed. 
I quote, “The fact of the matter is that Norway High School 
has had a strong faculty and excellent leadership for many 
years. A visitor is impressed by the quality of the work that 
has been and is being accomplished under difficult circum- 
stances. Almost all of the barriers to state accreditation are 
caused by the lack of space which prevents a very good pro- 
gram from being a Superior one.” 

These reports are on file in the office and are available to 
any citizen who wishes to read them. In conclusion on the sub- 
ject of accreditation, may I state that it is not at this time 
mandatory. However, there is a possibility that your high 
school should be accredited if its graduates are not to be dis- 
criminated against in the future from entering institutions of 
higher education. 


REPAIRS 


The schoo] buildings are in excellent repair with the excep- 
tion of the high school. The paint on the walls is peeling off 
in patches, especially in the lower corridor. It is the univer- 
sal opinion of all experts consulted that the walls were not 
allowed a long enough period in which to cure before being 
painted. This resulted in a chalking condition which causes 
the paint to peel. The answer to the problem seems to be to 
remove all the old paint, wash the walls to neutralize the chalk 
condition and size them before painting. This is an expensive 
operation from the experience we had on one panel in the cor- 
ridor on which cost data were Kept. This, however, is the 
cheapest method if the test panel proves to be satisfactory. 

The repairs needed for the year 1961 include replacement of 
the stoker which is practically worn out. We have had two 
breakdowns since cold weather commenced. We shall he 
lucky if we do not have more before the close of the year. 

The next in importance will be the decorating program 
started in the high school building. 


SCHOOL LUNCH 


|For the last few years in my report I have written about 
the inadequacies of the school lunch program. The chief 
problem seems to be the lack of space and proper equipment. 
The best we could do with the present facilities was to geta 
temporary license to serve meals. In addition to this, a com- 
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mittee from the firemen held a meeting with Mr. Downing and 
me and frankly stated that they thought the town should pro- 
vide the school children with an approved cafeteria. It 
seems to be problematical whether we shall be able to have 
the lunch program after the present school year. 


MILK PROGRAM 


We are serving milk to all school children who wish it in 
all grades. In the elementary schools this is dispensed directly 
to the children in their classrooms. In the high school it is 
dispensed from a vending machine. The only comment I would 
like to make is that most children drink chocolate milk instead 
of plain milk which would be better for them from a health 
viewpoint. 


HIGH SCHOOL 


The enrollment in the high school this fall in grades seven 
to twelve is as follows: grade seven 67, grade eight 72, grade 
nine 81, grade ten 60, grade eleven 66, grade twelve 48. The 
number of drop-outs is twenty-two, the number entering after 
the start of school is four, making a net enrollment of three 
hundred seventy-six in the six-year high school at the time of 
writing this report. Of this registration, there are sixty-five 
tuition pupils as follows: Waterford 28, Oxford 14, Otisfield 
13, Harrison 8, and Hebron 2, making a net enrollment in 
grades seven to twelve, of three hundred eleven pupils from 
Norway. : 

The new teachers are adjusting themselves to the regular 
routine of the school, and the faculty has taken on its shoul- 
ders many of the minor duties that the principal would or- 
dinarily assume. I would like to say that Mr. Roberts has 
been a fine leader during the/interim between the death of Mr. 
Rowe and the time when the new principal assumes his duties. 

The sudden death of Mr. Rowe was a great shock to me, 
the faculty, the student body, and his townsmen. He was a 
friend to his teachers and students. His devotion to his work 
and school was well known, and Norway High School was 
ever uppermost in his mind. I greatly admired and respected 
Mr. Rowe and enjoyed working so closely with him. I am 
sure that the citizens will remember him as an excellent teach- 
er and a friend, one to whom they could come with their 
problems. 

In selecting Mr. Rowe’s successor, the school committee 
spent many long hours in analyzing the papers of prospec- 
tive candidates, interviewing them, weighing their merits and 
experience. On January 7, 1961, the committee met at 9:00 
A. M. for the purpose of holding final interviews with the 


seven candidates selected for appearance before them. By late | 


afternoon they voted to elect Mr. Robert S. Spear, principal of 
Winterport High School. Mr. Spear comes to us with an en-

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viable record as an administrator. I believe he will be an able 
successor to Mr. Rowe and will maintain the high standards 
of our high school. 
CONCLUSION 

I would like to express my appreciation to the members 
of the superintending school committee, the teachers, the town 
officers, and other personnel for their kind cooperation through 
the year. It has been a pleasure to be associated with them.

To the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending School 
Committee, and the Citizens of Norway: 


I herewith submit for your consideration a report of the 
progress of Norway High School for the past year. 

Forty-five seniors graduated in June, 1960. Of this group, 
seven are in college, one in x-ray technician school, and nine 
in the armed forces. Generally speaking, the others are em- 
ployed in various types of endeavor in the immediate vicinity. 

Enrollment as of September 8, 1960, was two hundred fifty- 
one. Drop-outs because of work or marriage, transfers to other 
schools, and new enrollments make the figure as of January 
25, 1961, two hundred thirty-six. 'This compares favorably with 
the enroliment of the past few years. 

Because of the resignations of Mr. Jordan and Mr. Ther: 
iault, Mr. Maurice Dore and Mr. Nicholas Clements were hired 
as replacements. Both are recent graduates of the University 
of Maine and are working well into the school system. 

Members of the faculty, the student body, and citizens of 
Norway and surrounding communities were deeply saddened 
by the sudden and untimely death of our esteemed principal, 
Mr. Guy E. Rowe, on November 27, 1960. Despite this tragic 
loss, those who were concerned have attempted to carry on 
in the best tradition of Norway High School. All activities of 


‘former years are being conducted, and each teacher is carry- 


ing out his responsibilities in connection with these activities. 
May I take the opportunity at this time to express my ap- 
preciation to the members of the school committee, Mr. Harri- 
man, members of the faculty, and the students for their co- 
operation and loyalty.

lio the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending School 
Committee, and the Citizens of Norway: 


School opened in September, 1960, with approximately the 
same conditions prevailing as in the previous year. Our en- 
rollment on January 16, 1961, was 464, and the average class 
membership was 33.15 in comparison to last year’s average 
membership of 33. 


In September, 1960, forty-five sub-primary and first grade 
pupils reported at the Norway Lake School. The pupils who 
rode on Eddie Snow’s bus were transferred to the Upper and 
Lower Primaries. The number of sub-primary and first grade 
pupils which he carried equalized the enrollment in the pri- 
mary schools. 


We are continuing the same procedures in reading in the 
fifth and sixth grades as were in practice last year. This group 
of pupils is divided into four performance groups. This as- 
sures each pupil cf the opportunity to participate with other 
pupils who have a similar reading level. If we had more 
available space and more teaching personnel, I would recom- 
mend smaller groups where still more effective teaching and 
learning could take place. 


In our reading program we have introduced three reading - 


laboratories which are used in grades four, five, and an ad- 
vanced group of fifth and sixth grade pupils. These laborator- 
ies furnish an individualized developmental reading program, 
and they are supplemental to the required basic reading cur: 
riculum. 


A problem of continuing concern in the teaching profession 
is that of adjusting instruction to the varied abilities and ma- 


turity of pupils in the average classroom. Have we neglected . 


the pupil of above average ability or the pupil who requires 
more time than the average? There is a considerable range of 
ability in a classroom of thirty-five pupils. This year we are 
trying to consider more efficiently all abilities by permitting 
each pupil to progress at his or her own rate in arithmetic in 
grade five. It is a controlled situation, and special emphasis 
is placed upon accuracy in computation as well as mastery 
of new skills. It is a flexible program and readily adapts to 
the learning needs of pupils within a classroom. 
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We were very pleased to have the opportunity to begin an 
in-service training program for teachers in our union. The 
particular problems of communities vary, and a program which 
gives specific services to teachers is very satisfactory. Our 
workshop was held in March and was in the field of reading. 
We are planning to establish a program of this kind which will 
keep us informed of some of the newer procedures and prac: 
tices. 


We have added. an opaque projector to our audio-visual 
program and a set of twenty-five science books to our library. 
These were bought with matching funds through the National 
Defense Act. 


I would like to add in closing that the school year has been 
a very successful and pleasant one with excellent cooperation 
from teachers and parents. If you as parents do not under- 
stand some procedure or policy in your school, please feel free 
to inquire about it. We again urge you to visit your school 
and note your child’s progress within the classroom.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Norway 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1960. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other 
municipal officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed a gain of $27,494.52 
which was accounted for as follows: 


Departmental Balances Lapsed $14,097 41 
Actual Income Over Estimate Tao 1) 
Gain for Year $27,494 52 


The unexpended departmental balances were noted particul- 
arly in the town poor and overlay accounts. The major over- 
drafts occurred in the abatement and town road improvement 
accounts, 


The actual income received was $34,397.11, as compared 
with an estimate of $21,000.00 for the year. The additional in- 
come was lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $44,825.49 
was verified by reconciliation of a statement furnished by the 
Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine. 

Accounts receivable amounted to $622.44 which included 
for the most part sidewalk assessments and reimbursable ex- 
penditures made for State and other municipalities’ welfare 
cases. | . 

Taxes receivable totaling $8,410.87 consisted principally 
of unpaid current year accounts. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,006.29 
and $202.27 respectively. 

Unpaid sewer assessments totaled $3,065.83 and are sum- 
marized as follows: 

Spring Street and Dean Avenue Sewers $2,510 70 
Lower Main Street Sewer Doo 13 


Total } $3,065 83 
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RESERVES ... The departmental accounts showed a net 
unexpended balance of $20,702.61 representing various operat- 
ing account balances and overdrafts that are carried forward 
to the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/ 
or customary practice. 


The Opera House account closed the year with an unex- 
pended balance of $712.55, as compared with an overdraft of 
$1,674.54 in the preceding year. 


SURPLUS ... The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$36,635.57, an increase of $5,038.25 for the year. This change 
was occasioned by the net unexpended departmental balance 
lapsed, the excess of actual income over estimate and the pay- 
ment of a short term loan, less authorized appropriations to 
reduce the tax levy and to the Stephens Memorial Hospital. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the bal- 
ance sheet as a separate fund, reflects an outstanding Opera 
House note of $10,000.00 and garage construction notes of $7,- 
801.10. These obligations mature during the ensuing ten years. 


WORKING CAPITAL FUND ... The cash balance of the 
working capital fund totaling $2,509.71 was verified by recon- 
ciliation of a statement furnished by the Norway National 
Bank, Norway, Maine. 


Current operations showed an increase of expenditures ov- 
er receipts of $178.39. Receipts totaling $54,706.47 were derived 
principally from departmental use of equipment and a tem- 
porary loan which was paid during the year. Expenditures to- 
taled $54,884.86 of which maintenance expense and the purchase 
of new equipment were the major items. 


RESERVE AND TRUST FUNDS ... The capital reserve 
fund, which was established for the purchase of land and/or 
new school buildings, amounted to $5,414.84 and is on deposit 
in the Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine. 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $3,782.00 
and unexpended income amounted to $3,983.67. These funds 
are on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank and the Norway 
National Bank. The increase in unexpended income was oc- 
casioned by the income from the Sanborn Fund. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... The departmental op- 
erating accounts showed an increase of $372.43 in funds raised 
by taxation. Larger appropriations for the overlay and un- 


classified accounts, less smaller appropriations for protection, . 


health and sanitation, and charities were the principal factors 
contributing to the increase. 


>

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The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased $5,620.86, as compared with the balances at the 


start of the year. The change appeared principally in the 
sewer construction and highway accounts. 


GENERAL... The townspeople authorized the appropria- 
tion of $25,000.00 from surplus and the application of estimated 
income to reduce the 1960 tax levy. The issuance of garage 
construction notes also was authorized. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. 


The cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the 
correctness of recorded ‘assets and liabilities. 


Debt, working capital, capital reserve and trust fund tran- 
sactions were examined and balances were verified by direct 
bank confirmation. 


An ‘analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise 
tax collections were verified with the copies of the receipts re- 
tained by the collector. Education account balances were 
checked with the Superintendent of Schools. Surety bond cov- 
erage was reviewed. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the ac- 
companying statements and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the town at December 31, 1960, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

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Report of Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the town of Norway: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report on the munici- 
pal activities of the Town of Norway for the year 1961, it be- 
ing the nineteenth year under the Selectmen-Town Manager 
form of government. 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 

This report covers all accounts under the control of the 
Selectmen and Town Manager, and the Auditor’s report in full. 
Interested citizens may have access to any of our records or 
reports at any time. 

In the Fall of 1960 the Town brought suit against Koppers 
Co., Inc. for an overcharge on tar and in August 1961 was 
awarded a judgement of $698.31, (net after attorney’s fee). 

This year we have had all our parking meters recondition- 
ed at the factory, and this is the chief reason for the large ex- 
penditure in the Parking Meter Account. 

The program of re-running our Town lines was completed 
in 1961. It is the first time in over 50 years that the lines 
have been re-run. 

Through the courtesy of Alfred Snow and Sons, they have 
made available a Public Boat Landing on Lake Pennessee- 
wassee. It is located near their Marina show room. 


SUMMER ROADS 

Much has been accomplished this past year in our street 
and road program. Skillins Avenue, Stevens Street, Walker 
Avenue and Hayden Avenue were rebuilt and tarred. Town 
Road Improvement funds were spent on the Sodom Road, Don 
Wood Road and upper Pleasant Street. The Sodom bridge 
deck was replaced with new planks and new steel I beams 
were placed under the Greenleaf Avenue bridge and a new 
deck laid. 36,500 gallons of tar was used on our highways in 
1961. 

For 1962, Sanborn Street and Dean Avenue should be re- 
built and Town Road Improvement funds spent on the Doughty 
road. 

WINTER HIGHWAYS 

As usual, Don Hunt and his crew have taken good care of 
our streets and highways. Snow removal is expensive but as 
long as the taxpayer is willing to pay the bills, we will do 
everything possible to make our highways safe and convenient 
within the limits of our ability. 


SIDEWALKS 
Blue Rock Quarry was engaged to repair the sidewalks on 
Main Street. We shall continue to repair the sidewalks on 
other streets in 1962. 
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HEALTH AND WELFARE 

Much of my time is spent on the Health and Welfare Pro- 
gram. I have managed to Keep the cost to the town at a 
minimum by supplementing work to the able, and getting 
State Aid for the aged and disabled. 

The Federal Surplus Food Program has been a factor in 
keeping costs down. In December, 1961 we had 80 families, 
representing 324 people, receiving surplus foods. 


SANITARY SEWERS 
The Water Improvement Board has tentatively approved 
the use of the lagoon system for treatment of sewer solids. 
This is going to be an expensive installation for the Town and 
several meetings will be held this year to acquaint the citizens 
with full details. A Special Town Meeting may be called for 
the purpose of applying for State and Federal] Funds. 


SEWERS 
The Sanitary Sewer system has given us very little trouble 
this year. We are called upon to clear obstructions at times, 
but for the most part the caustic compound that we use Keeps 
the Mains open and free flowing. 


DUMP 
This year we purchased a small used dozer to keep the rub- 
bish pushed back. It has worked very well and makes for a 
better and neater dump. 


PROTECTION 

Fire Department personnel, under the direction of Chief 
Butters, continues to function well and the Chief enjoys the 
fine spirit of cooperation shown by his men. 

Our Police Department has given a good account of them- 
selves. Often their work goes unmentioned, while some other 
department gets the credit. The Police Department issued 487 
warnings, stopped 865 cars for defects (lights, brakes, etc.) and 
made 88 arrests. 


PLANNING BOARD 
The Planning Board has been inactive for mest part during 
1961. I have high hopes that it will be reactivated in 1962. 
We had two resignations from the Board, Mr. James Phillips 
and Mr. Roy Strout. New appointments for replacing them 
_ will be made by the Selectmen in 1962.

Our highway equipment is being kept in:top cendition by-

LIBRARY ACTIVITIES 

During the early spring, the book cases in the upstairs 
stackroom were extended to the ceiling. This added nearly 120 
feet of extra shelf space and made it possible to rearrange all 
the books upstairs. This involved moving more than 13,000 
books. 

The celebration of National Library Week in April was the 
largest outside activity. The theme of the celebration in Maine 
was “Richer by Asia’. The response to the request for Asian 
articles was generous and the library resembled an Oriental 
museum. Dr. Shas Chang Lee, visiting Professor of Oriental 
Studies at Bates College was the speaker at the opening night. 

Other features of the celebration were the Hi-Li Bowl for 
High School students and a Story Hour and party for children. 
The winning team of the Hi-Li Bowl selected a book which they 
presented to the school library. The children’s party featured 
two Oriental musical selections, stories of Japan, China and 
India, Asian games and refreshments. Daily broadcasts on 
WKTQ added to the knowledge of Asia and its customs. The 
prize for the best example of Haiku poetry went to Mrs. Mearle 
Brown. 

Summer story hours were well attended and more than 
fifty children registered for the reading program. 

C. A. Stephens’ Night was held to gather more knowledge 
of our famous author. Some headway was made and the sub- 
ject will be continued later. 

Book Week celebration exceeded all expectations. All 
teachers in the Elementary School took advantage of the op- 
portunity to bring their classes to the library. Instruction was 
given in the use of the library, new readers registered and 
stories were told for each grade. The circulation for the week 
was 1,015 books. 

All these outside activities are made possible by the cooper- 
ation of the Library trustees, the citizens of the town, the local 
press and radio station, which I gratefully acknowledge.

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Service 


NORWAY—1961 


The general purpose of public health nursing is to help 
people and the community as a whole to achieve and maintain 
optimal health. Your public health nurse carries out this pur- 
pose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and rehabilitative ser- 
vices to individuals and families in their homes; through health 
services in schools; and through organized community pro- 
grams for prevention of illness and promotion of health. 


A summary of public health nursing services given in the 
town of Norway during the year 1961 follows: 


During the year there have been eighty-one visits made to 
your town to sixty-seven individual families to discuss any 
health problems, to offer suggestions, to encourage parents to 
provide good nutrition, medical and dental care, and to inform 
them of communicable disease protection. The age groups 
visited at home were infants 4, preschool 29, adults twenty-two. 
Types of cases visited were Hard of Hearing, Communicable 
Diseases, Cardiac, Mental Health, Diabetic, Cancer, Crippled 
Children, and Visual Defects. 


School Health Services: 

Health counseling, referral for evaluation and treatment 
of physical, mental and emotional health problems, and liaison 
between school and home are important functions of your pub- 
lic health nurse in the school health service program. 


There have been sixty-one visits to your school, seventeen 
cases referred by teachers, and one hundred and forty home 
visits were made. 


In August the hearing of twenty-four school children was 
rechecked with the audiometer. Three were found to still have 
some hearing loss, the others were improved or within normal 
limits. There have been twelve referred to the Hard of Hear- 
ing Clinic by their family doctors, eight have had surgery and 
two may have hearing aids later. These were found as a re- 
sult of audiometer testing in the fall of 1960 and referred to 
their family doctor for examination. 


Hearing tests will be done in the Sub-Primary and Grade I 
sometime in the early spring when the audiometer will be 
available. Clinic cases and any students in other grades who 
are referred by their family doctor or teacher for some parti- 
cular reason will be rechecked. 
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Though the cooperation of the Town Manager, the health 
officer and schcol personnel, a very successful immunization 
clinic was held. Because of the many absentees, due to com- 
municable diseases, a third immunization clinic was held June 
29th at the office of the health officer. It was most gratifying 
to have forty children attend, and many were accompanied by 
their parents. Smallpox vaccination was omitted because of 
chicken pcx in the area. 


School Immunizations: 
Total Attendance—1071 
Diphtheria-Tetanus Series completed—496 
Diphtheria-Tetanus Boosters—52 
Poliomyelitis (3 inoculations)—9 
Boosters—44 


The total Poliomyelitis inoculations were small because of 
the many previous clinics which have kept the children well 
immunized. Now that Poliomyelitis boosters are recommended 
every two years, children should continue their immunizations 
to get the maximum protection. 


At this time, I wish to express sincere thanks to the school 
physician, town officials, school personnel, volunteers and par- 
ents who have made the health work in your community pos- 
sible. Without this cooperation these services could not be 
given,

REVISED STATUTES, 1957, CHAPTER 91A SEC, 10

by reason of age, infirmity or poverty are in the judgment of 
the assessors unable to contribute toward the public charges; 
the estate up to the value of $3,500 of all persons determined to 
be blind within the definition provided by sections 298 to 318, 
inclusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under the provi- 
sions of said sections; but no property conveyed to any persons 
for the purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under 
this subsection shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such 
exemption by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $100 and not more than two 
times the amount of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent con- 
veyance, whichever amount is greater; and in case any person 
entitled to such exemption has property taxable in more than 
one city or town of the state, such proportion of such total 
exemption shall be made in each city or. town, as the value of 
the property taxable in such city or town bears to the value of 
the whole of the property of such person taxable in the state.” 
(1955. C29 SeC aL 1954, Cede ser elUy 


“The polls of all seldiers, sailors and marines who served 
in the army or navy of the U. S. in the Philippine Insurrection 
or any federally recognized war period prior thereto, or who 
served in World Wars I or II or the Korean Campaign who re- 
ceive state pension; the polls of all soldiers, sailors or marines 
who are receiving pension or retirement pay or compensation 
or vocational training from the United States government on 
account of disability incurred in or aggravated by service in 
said wars; and in the estates up to the value of $3,500 of vet- 
erans who served in the armed forces of the United States dur- 
ing any federally recognized war period, including the Korean 
campaign, who were honorably discharged or honorably sep- 
arated and retired to the reserve, when they shall have reached 
the age of 62 years or are receiving any form of pension or 
compensation from the United States Government for total dis- 
ability, service connected or non-service connected, as a veteran; 
and the estates up to the value of $3,500 of the unremarried 
widow or minor child of any veteran who would be entitled to 
such exemption if living, or who is in receipt of.a pension or 
compensation from the federal government as. the widow or 
minor child of a veteran: provided, however,. that no person 
shall qualify for such exemption unless the veteran upon whose 
record the exemption is claimed was a legal resident of this 
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state when he entered the military service of the United States 
or unless such veteran or his widow has been a legal resident 
of this state for at least 10 years prior to making the claim for 
exemption; and provided further that any person hereinbefore 
enumerated who desires to secure this exemption shali file 
written proof of entitlement on or before the first day of April 
with the assessors of the town in which he resides, whereupon 
the assessors shall grant such exemption to such person while 
so qualified or until notified of reason or desire for discon- 
tinuance; but no property conveyed to any person for the pur- 
pose of obtaining exemption from taxation under the subsec- 
tion shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption 
by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $100 and not more than two times the amount 
of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent conveyance whichever 
amcunt is greater; and in case any person entitled to such 
exemption has property taxable in more than one city or town 
of the state, such proportion of such total exemption shall be 
made in each city or town, as the value of the property tax- 
able in such city or town bears to the value of the whole of the

TOWN OF NORWAY 


JANUARY 1, 1961 TO DECEMBER 31, 1961 


An audit cf the financial records of the Town of Norway 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1961. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained under the supervision of the Town Manager and muni- 
cipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed a gain of $19,372.10 
which was accounted for as follows: 


Departmental Balances Lapsed $ 9,020 03 
Actual Income Over Estimate 10,352 07 
Gain for Year $19,372 10 


The unexpended departmental balances were noted partic- 
ularly in the planning board, maintenance of sewers, town poor 
and overlay accounts. The major overdraft cccurred in the 
winter maintenance account. 

The actual income received was $37,352.07, as compared 
with an estimate of $27,000.00 for the year. The additional 
income. was lapsed. to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


_. ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $10,873.64 
was on deposit in the Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine 
_at December 31,. 1961. 

- _- Aceeunts receivable of $15, 323. 55 included for the most 

‘part town road improvement funds due from the State of 
Maine and reimbursable expenditures made for State and other 

municipalities’ welfare cases. 

Taxes receivable totaling $15, 330. 82 consisted principally of 

‘unpaid ecurrent year accounts, —

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RESERVES ... The departmental accounts showed a net 
unexpended balance of $11,717.73 consisting of various operat- 
ing account balances and overdrafts that are carried forward 
to the ensuing year in accordance with legal requirements and/ 
or customary practice. 


The Opera House account closed the year with an unex- 
pended balance of $2,470.31, as compared with a balance of 
$712.55 in the preceding year. 


SURPLUS ... The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$31,387.93, a decrease of $5,247.64 for the year. This change 
was occasioned principally by an authorized transfer to reduce 
the tax levy, less the net unexpended departmental balance 
lapsed and the excess of actual income over estimate. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the bal- 
ance sheet as a separate fund, reflects an outstanding Opera 
House note of $9,000.00 and a garage construction note of 
$1,816.30. These obligations mature during the ensuing nine 
years. 


WORKING CAPITAL FUND... The cash balance of 
$2,696.35 in the working capital fund was on deposit in the 
Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine. 


A note payable of $10,000.00 was due the Norway National 
Bank at the close of the year. This note matures in 1962 and 
represents the balance of notes issued in the amount of 
$21,000.00 for the purchase of new equipment. 


Current operations showed an increase of receipts over ex- 
penditures of $186.64. Receipts totaling $72,594.76 were deriv- 
ed principally from departmental use of equipment, the issu- 
ance of short term notes and a temporary loan which was paid 
during the year. Expenditures totaled $72,408.12 of . which 
maintenance expense, purchase of new equipment and partial 
payment of notes were the BESO, items. 


RESERVES AND TRUST FUNDS... The capital re- 
serve fund, which was established for the purchase of land and 
/or new school buildings, amounted to $5,579.12 and was on de- 


posit in the Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine at Decem- 
ber 31, 1961. 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $3,782.00 and 
unexpended income amounted to $5,214.64. These funds were 


on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank and the Norway Na- 
tional Bank. 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... The departmental op- 
erating accounts showed an increase of $14,797.87 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. 
Larger assessments for highways, education and protection ac- 
counts, less smaller appropriations for the overlay and uncias- 
sified accounts were the principal factors contributing to the 
increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased by $8,984.88, as compared with balances at the 
start of the year. The change occurred principally in the 
highway and education accounts. 


GENERAL ... The townspeople authorized the transfer 
from surplus and the application of estimated income to reduce 
the 1961 tax levy. 


The purchase of new highway equipment and the issuance 
of notes to finance same were made only on authority of the 
municipal officers, 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. Verifica- 
tions were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the accuracy 
of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
copies of receipts retained by the collector. Trust fund tran- 
sactions were reviewed and investments verified. Surety bond 
coverage was examined. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the ac- 
companying statements and supporting information present 
fairly the financial position of the town at December 31, 1961, 
and the results of its operations for the year then ended.

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Report of Town Manager 


1962 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the town of Norway: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report on the munici- 
pal activities of the Town of Norway for the year 1962, it being 
the twentieth year under the Selectmen-Town Manager form of 
government. 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 

This report covers all accounts under the control of the 
Selectmen and Town Manager and audited by the State De. 
partment of Audit. The Auditor’s report is published in. full 
herewith. The Selectmen held 31 meetings in 1962 and nearly 
all had 100% attendance record. Chairman, Robert Orre has 
missed only one meeting in nine years. Lewis Richardson, 
Paul Nevers, William Meserve and Ralph Hascall all have im- 
pressive attendance records covering from two—eight years. 
This is a fine record and I appreciate their cooperation. 

Money made available at last town meeting for two-way 
radios was used for this purpose. We purchased 13 Motorola 
Radios and they were installed in the Fire Department Trucks 
and the Highway Department Vehicles. This communication 
system is doing much in helping these two departments to per- 
form a better service to our community. 


SUMMER ROADS 

In 1962 the Sodom road was surfaced, graveled and tarred 
from the Hospital road to the top of Sand Pond Hill. The 
Dyer Road was rebuilt from the Harrison Road to the Hospital 
Road and will be tarred next year. We also rebuilt a section 
of Pleasant Street extension which leaves about .4 of a mile 
to complete this project. When completed it will be an im- 
proved road to the Crockett Ridge section of Norway. Many 
of our streets received a new coating of tar as well as some 
of our rural roads. State Aid money was spent on rebuilding a 
section of the Millettville road. 

Due to heavy rains late in the summer and fall, we spent 
a lot of time grading our graveled roads and replacing cul- 
verts. One of the big items in road-building is gravel. Gravel . 
deposits usually are a long distance away from our road pro- 
jects and as a result contribute substantially to the increased 
cost of road building. For 1963 Town Road Improvement 
money should be spent on the Doughty road. Rebuilding 
Funds should be used to rebuild Sanborn Street and Dean 
Avenue. : 

SANITARY SEWERS 

The Selectmen and Town Manager have had several meet- 

ings with the Water Improvement Board regarding a system 
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for treatment of sewer solids. It is the Water Improvement 
Board’s suggestion that the Town start on this project as soon 
as possible so as to take advantage of the State Aid Federal 
funds that are available now. 

The present sanitary sewer, especially on lower Main 
Street is greatly overloaded. The engineering firm of Wright & 
Pierce recommends that a new 18” line be laid from Danforth 
Street to the outfalls. The present line could be left intact and 
could be used in the future for surface drainage. 


PROTECTION 
The Fire Department trucks, pumpers and equipment are 
Kept in excellent condition under the guidance of Chief But- 
ters. For more information see the Fire Chief’s report.

Our police department continues to receive full coopera- 
tion from the Sheriff’s Department and State Police. The fol- 
lowing is a summary of the reports on file at the town office.

WINTER HIGHWAYS 

It is our aim to keep our highways plowed and sanded so 
as to enable the workers to reach their places of employment 
on time. We spend a large amount of our winter appropria- 
tion money on snow removal from our streets. Many of the 
streets are narrow and snow removal from the sides of these 
streets are a must if we are to avoid accidents. The highway 
crew work long hours after each storm and I Know their work 
is appreciated by all our citizens. 


SIDEWALKS 
Sane $1,000. 00 appropriated for sidewalks in 1962 was spent 
on Deering and Cottage Streets. We will continue our pro- 
gram of rebuilding sidewalks within the town in 1963. 


HEALTH AND WELFARE 
In 1962 we furnished aid to 39 Town Poor, 22 cases from 
Other Towns and 21 State cases. Norway has five cases at the 
present time that need weekly help. This is one department 
where a decrease in appropriations has been noted for the past 
five years. In 1957 the town spent over $17,000.00 and our 
total cost of operating _ this department in 1962 was $4,443.69. 
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We continue to receive excellent cooperation from the various 
State Health and Welfare Departments. 


STORM SEWER 
In 1962 a storm sewer was installed on Tucker, Beal and 
Winter Streets and connected to the existing storm sewer on 
Paris Street. Palmer Construction Company laid this sewer. 


SHADE TREES 

In 19862 we planted forty Red Crimson maple trees on the 
following streets: Edgewood Lane, Pearl Street, Beal Street 
and Fair Street. The town office received numerous compli- 
ments on this project. 

In 1962 we scouted the shade trees within the town. 
Samples of the bark was sent to Augusta for analysis and 
the tests showed that we had twelve elm trees with Dutch Elm 
disease. These trees were cut down in the fall and hauled to 
the dump to be burned. 


STATE VALUATION COMMITTEE 

Under Article 36 in last year’s warrant, a committee of ten 
were appointed to study the state valuation as it applies to 
the Town of Norway. The Committee included the five select- 
men, the town manager, John P. Cullinan, Gordon D. Powers, 
Winfield ;O. Partridge and Charles F. Cummings. Several 
meetings were held, the last one with Mr. Edward Birkenwald, 
Director Property Tax Division at Augusta. As a resuit of 
this meeting the State reduced the Town of Norway’s valuation 
$200,000.;° from $7,500,000. to $7,300,000. This reduction was 
beneficial as it increased the State subsidies to the School Dis- 
trict. It also benefited the Norway taxpayers as it lowered 
our share of the cost of the School District. It is my recom- 
mendation that a like committee be appointed in 1964, the year 
that the next State Board of Equalization is in session. 


EQUIPMENT AND GARAGE ACCOUNT } 

Within this town report you will find pictures of the 
equipment and vehicles that the town owns. You will note 
that we replaced two trucks this year. One a 1962, Model 6000. 
G. M. C. with four-wheel drive, the other a Model 5005, G. M. 
C. dump truck. The Model 6000 was equipped with a new 
Frink V plow and wings. This truck has caused us a lot of 
trouble, and the factory is replacing the Nepco unit. with a com- 
pletely new unit-and we hope it will:solve our troubles. The 
rest of our equipment is in good repair except the 1956 F. W. D. 
truck which will have- to be replaced ‘in. 1963.

ACTIVITIES 


Two major events this year were National Library Week 
and the Spring Round Table meeting. : 

National Library Week takes place the second week in April 
and is observed throughout the nation to make the public more 
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aware of the resources of their local libraries. This year be- 
cause of the recent drive for books for Finland, the library 
chose to honor our citizens of Finnish descent. The open house 
on Monday evening was well attended and most enjoyable, and 
We are most grateful to all who contributed to its success. Dur- 
ing the week a contest was sponsored for the best essay on 
“What the Library Means to Me’, and a story hour was held on 
Saturday which continued the theme of Finland. 

In May the district meeting of the Librarians’ Round Table, 
which is sponsored by the State Library, was held in Norway. 
This was an all day meeting with talks on reference and child- 
ren’s books and a general discussion of the survey which has 
been made of Maine libraries. Since that time the librarian 
and trustees have attended a dinner meeting in Auburn for fur- 
ther discussion of the same subjects, The purpose of these meet- 
ings have been to attempt to set an adequate standard for li- 
braries throughout the state, to improve the service to the pub- 
lic, and to develop cooperation between libraries. 

The third big event was National Book Week in November 
when the teachers bring the children to the Library in classes 
to acquaint them with the use of the library. Each afternoon 
two groups came for an hour or longer and were instructed in 
the history and use of the library. Before leaving they were 
told a story. 

A summer reading program was fairly successful. 

Several interesting displays were set up during the year. 
One of the most interesting was a collection of playing cards by 
Mrs. Joseph Bailey of South Paris. 

In presenting this, my twenty-fifth annual report, I would 
like to mention some of the changes I have noticed during this 
time. No longer is the library principally a source of reading. 
To be sure the number of fiction circulated is still larger than 
non-fiction, but the ratio is changing every year. 'Twenty-five 
years ago we had little call for books beyond high school level. 
Today with teachers taking extension courses and college stu- 
dents getting home more often, we are including more advanc- 
ed material. The total circulation of books is generally consid- 
ered as the measure of the library’s activities. This is no long- 
er true, for the reference side of the work is becoming the 
measure of its usefulness. It is not uncommon for a student to 
require fifteen or twenty magazines from the files for a single 
reference problem and not at all unusual to see every table oc- 
cupied by people doing reference work. This is the true worth 
of your library when people realize it is THEIR library to be 
used to further their education, to help them lay a cement walk, 
to refinish furniture, sail a boat or any one of hundreds of oth- 
er problems, then it is truly serving the people.

Norway Recreation Department 


In the first year of operation the Norway Playground filled 
a need in the overall life of the town. A play area, well equip- 
ped and supervised, gave the youngsters of the town and their 
summer guests the opportunity to play safely and, if they 
chose, with organization. Many parents felt relieved to know 
that they could leave their youngsters and go to do things 
which had to be done. 


Over four hundred youngsters made use of the playground 
facilities at some time during the summer period. Many came 
only occasionally, others regularly, and it would be difficult to 
estimate daily attendance, but a fair estimate would be around 
sixty-five daily. 


Poor weather, which made a sustained program a difficul- 
ty, a lack of adequate area for ball games were drawbacks. 
With the ball fields available, after fill is put in, a considerable 
number of boys and girls in the age group between 9 and 12 
years would be more regular in attendance, Leagues, super- 
vised but not too rigidly organized, could be formed and would 
provide a fine recreational outlet during the day. 


Regularly scheduled events such as treasure hunts, shows 
and contests were well attended and should be used more fre- 
quently. A clay-topped basketball court would be very useful 
and shade around the quiet activity area and sand boxes is a 
must. 


Equipment which could be used to good advantage would 
be a castle or jungle gym and a merry-go-round. A wading 
pool would be valuable. 


There is ample athletic equipment on hand. Only addition- 
al quiet games and puzzles need be added. There is a consid- 
erable amount of newsprint paper which was given by the Ad-. 
vertiser-Democrat for coloring and drawing. |

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1962 


Your public health nurse is a member of the staff of the 
Department of Health and Welfare, Division of Public Health 
Nursing. The nurse renders what is termed a generalized ser- 
vice. This means that she gives service to people in their homes, 
in schools, and in the community. 


At present, statistics show that seventeen million people 
over sixty-five years of age have chronic illnesses. Because of 
this, much emphasis is now placed on the problem of care and 
rehabilitation of the chronically ill and aged in the home, These 
individuals require a long period of care under medical super- 
vision and assistance in achieving a higher level of self-care and 
independence. Your public health nurse, as a member of the 
medical team of professional workers, will be glad to assist 
these people and their families. 


Many home visits were made on behalf of school children 
as followups of referrals made by school personnel or because 
of clinic recommendations. There are twenty-nine children 
registered with the state services such as Cardiac, Hard of 
Hearing, Mental Health, and Orthopedic Clinics, and The Div- 
ision of Eye Care and Special Services. One of these children 
benefits by the use of special large type books identical to those 
used by the class. A number of children were referred to Hard 
of Hearing Clinic as a result of findings from audiometer tests 
and physical examinations by the family physician. Five child- 
ren have had surgery to help them with their hearing problem.

REVISED STATUTES, 1957, CHAPTER 91A SHC. 106 
AN ACT RELATING TO EXEMPTIONS 
FROM TAXATION OF VETERANS 


“Sub-Section IMI. The polls and estate of all persons who 
by reason of age, infirmity or proverty are in the judgment of 
the assessors unable to contribute toward the public charges; 
the estate up to the value of $3,500 of all persons determined to 
be blind within the definition provided by sections 298 to 318, 
inclusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under the provi- 
sions of said sections; but no property conveyed to any persons 
for the purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under 
this subsection shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such 
exemption by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $100 and not more than two 
times the amount of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent con- 
veyance, whichever amount is greater; and in case any person 
entitled to such exemption has property taxable in more than 
one city or town of the stati, such proportion of such total 
exemption shall be made in each city or town, as the value of 
the property taxable in such city or town bears to the value of 
the whole of the property of such person taxable in the state.” 
(1953, c.291, Sec. 1.1954, en92,;Sec: 10.) 
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“The polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served

who are receiving pension or retirement pay or compensation

campaign, who were honorably discharged or honorably sep-

record the exemption is claimed was a legal resident of this 
state when he entered the military service of the United States 
or unless such veteran or his widow has been a legal resident 
of this state for at least 10 years prior to making the claim for 
exemption; and provided further that any person hereinbefore 
enumerated who desires to secure this exemption shall file 
written proof of entitlement on or before the first day of April 
with the assessors of the town in which he resides, whereupon 
the assessors shall grant such exemption to such person while 
so qualified or until notified of reason or desire for discon- 
tinuance; but no property conveyed to any person for the pur- 
pose of obtaining exemption from taxation under the subsec- 
tion shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption 
by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $100 and not more than two times the amount

TOWN OF NORWAY 


JANUARY 1, 1962 TO DECEMBER 31, 1962 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Norway 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1962. The audit consisted of an examination of the records 
maintained under the supervision of the Town Manager and 
municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed a gain of $19,580.32, 
which was accounted for as follows: 
Departmental Balances Lapsed $10,954 05 
Actual Income Over Estimate 8,426 27 


Gain For Year $19,380 32 


The unexpended departmental balances were noted parti- 
cularly in the building and rebuilding streets, town poor, in- 
terest and overlay accounts. The major overdrafts occurred in 
the winter maintenance and abatement accounts. ' 

The actual income received was $33,426.27, as compared 
with an estimate of $25,000.00 for the year. The additional in- 
come was lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $29,821.02 
was on deposit in the Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine 
at December 31, 1962. 

Accounts receivable of $1,604.47 included for the most part 
reimbursable expenditures made for State and other munici- 
palities’ welfare cases. 

Taxes receivable totaling $14,490.61 consisted principally 
of unpaid current year accounts. 

Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $1,990.34 
and $336.11 respectively. 

Unpaid sewer assessments totaled $5,115.22 and are sum: 
marized as follows: 


Spring Street and Dean Avenue $1,435 32 
Lower Main Street 195 46 
Greenleaf Avenue 3,484 44 


Total $5,115 22 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS... The de- 
partmental accounts showed an unexpended balance of $18,806.- 
78, representing various operating account balances that are 
carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal 
requirements and/or customary practice. 


The Opera House account closed the year with an unex- 
pended balance of $4,306.40, as compared with a balance of 
$2,470.31 in the preceding year. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $30,167.48, a de- 
crease of $1,220.45 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by an authorized transfer to reduce the tax levy, 
less the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and the 
excess of actual income over estimate. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the bal- 
ance sheet as a separate fund, reflects an outstanding Opera 
House note of $8,000.00. This obligation matures during the 
ensuing eight years. 


WORKING CAPITAL FUND... The cash balance of 
$775.83 in the working capital fund was on deposit in the Nor- 
way National Bank, Norway, Maine at December 31, 1962. 


A note of $9,500.00 issued in the current year to finance 
equipment purchases, is due the Norway National Bank in 
August, 1963 with interest at 2%. 


Current operations showed an increase of expenditures 
over receipts of $1,920.52. Receipts totaling $55,232.53 were 
derived principally from departmental use of equipment and 
issuance of short term notes. Expenditures totaled $57,153.05, 
of which maintenance expense, purchase of new equipment 
and payment of notes were the major items. 


RESERVE AND TRUST FUNDS ... The capital reserve 
fund established for fire equipment replacement amounted to 
$405.32 and was on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank at 
December 31, 1962. 


In accordance with a vote of the townspeople, the land 
and/or new school building reserve fund was dissolved and 
the fund balance of $5,629.69 was used to reduce the tax levy 
as pertained to the assessment made by School Administrative 
District #17. 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $8,782.00 
and unexpended income amounted to $6,745.54. These funds 
are on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank and Norway Na- 
tional Bank. | 
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DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... The departmental 
operating accounts showed an increase of $43,227.62 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. Lar- 
ger appropriations for education, protection and overlay were 
the major factors contributing to the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward increased by 
$7,089.05, as compared with balances at the start of the year. 
This change was reflected principally in the protection, health 
and sanitation, and highways and bridges accounts. 


GENERAL ... The townspeople authorized the transfer 
from surplus and the application of estimated income to re- 
duce the tax levy. Authority also was granted to purchase 
new highway equipment and to issue notes to finance same. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records checked to determine 
the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system of 
internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling of 
cash and other matters of financial concern. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. Verifi- 
cations were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correct- 
ness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of 
copies of the receipts retained by the collector. Trust fund 
transactions were reviewed and investments verified. Surety 
bond coverage was examined.

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Report of Town Manager 


1963 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the town of Norway: 


I herewith submit to you my annual report on the munici- 
pal activities of the Town of Norway for the year 1963, it being 
the twenty-first year under the Selectmen-Town Manager form 
of government, 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


This report covers all accounts under the control of the 
Selectmen and Town Manager, plus department reports from 
the Town Clerk, Trustees-Norway Library, Fire Chief, Civil 
Defense, State Health & Welfare Department, the Health Of- 
ficer and Sealer of Weights & Measures. Our books are audit- 
ed by the State Department of Audit and the 1963 Auditors re- 
port is published in full herewith. 

The Selectmen continue to give me their full support and 
all continue to have impressive attendance records. 

There were two special town meetings called; in August, 
the municipal officers asked the inhabitants of the town to give 
them permission to file an application for Federal and State 
Aid funds for construction of a sewerage treatment plant, This 
request was voted:down. The second special meeting was held 
for the purpose of financing a new heating system for the 
Opera House and transferring funds from the surplus account 
to the snow-removal account. Both articles were approved and 
voted favorably upen. 


PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAM 


The Public Works Department had a very busy and pro- 
ductive 1963. State Aid money was used on the Crockett Ridge 
causeway. This road was widened about 10’ for a distance of 
about 340’. Many favorable comments were received on the 
project. . 

Town Road Improvement money was used to complete the 
Pleasant Street. project started three years ago, We also used 
Town Road Improvement funds supplemented by town funds 
to rebuild a sectionof road. at Yagger and the Doughty road by 
the Country: Club, 
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Carter Street was extended about 300’ with water and san- 
itary sewer pipes laid. One new house has been built on this lo- 
cation. 


Spring cleanup of streets and sidewalks started late in 
March with part of the regular crew plus five temporary men, 
and was completed the first of May. During this period, Don 
Hunt and helpers graded all the country roads and put them 
into condition for summer travel. The fall clean-up was slow 
but we managed to collect most of the fallen leaves before the 
first snowfall. ad 


All catchbasins were cleaned once and those at the foot of 
Pikes Hill were cleaned several times. For the most part two 
men and a truck were used on an average of three days per 
week patching streets and reads. 


The usual tar surface treatment program was late in start- 
ing but we did apply over 40,000 gallons of tar. 


Twenty red crimson maple trees were planted to replace 
maple or eim trees taken down. The elm shade trees were 
sprayed to combat the elm leaf beetle. We had nine infected 
elms, but these were taken down and properly disposed of. 


The maple trees are now becoming a problem. It is 
thought that salt from the highways is finding its way to the 
roots of the maple trees and is slowly killing them. 


Grass cutting and trimming along Main Street and Wither- 
ell Park was carried out and our cemeteries were well taken 
care of throughout the summer and fall. 


The town acquired a new Warsau snow-blower early in 
January, 1963. It is a good piece cf equipment to have; it not 
only picks up snow on the street but was uSed Several times out 
in the country to remove drifts. 


Snow removal was an expensive operation in 1963. Week 
end storms kept our crews and equipment in operation night 
and day. This is one municipal service that the public expects 
and our highway crews can be loudly commended for their ef- 
ficiency. 


WELFARE 


In 1963 the town furnished aid to 89 families, representing 
221 people. Norway’s case load was 39 families representing 
64 people. Many of the cases had financial aid only once or 
twice. The winter months show the greatest load. Two bur- 
ials were arranged. People over 65 should investigate the hos- 
pital aid that is available under the Kerr-Mills act, known to us 
as the “Medical Aid for the Aged” (M A A). The various State 
Health and Welfare Departments continue to give this office 
excellent cooperation. 
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POLICE 


There has been one change in our police personnel; Ray- 
mond H. Judkins replaced Albert Flanders who resigned. Ray- 
mond is a young man and is taking his work seriously and with 
the help and guidance cf officers, Guilford and Pation, will 
make a valuable addition to our police force. Royce Gordon 
has been appointed a police officer and works vacations and 
when needed.

ACTIVITIES 


Early in the year, Governor Reed called a State Conference 
for Library Trustees, for the purpose of discussing common 
problems and pooling ideas for improving library services. As 
an outgrowth of this conference, Mr. Elliot Cummings, one of

the discussicn leaders, was elected president of the First Trust- 
ees Section of the Maine Library Association. 

The theme cf National Library Week in April was “Know 
Your Community”. Open House was observed with a timely 
lecture demonstration on the forthcoming total eclipse of the 
sun. Throughout the week there were daily radio broadcasts. 
On the final day, the young people had a varied program of mu- 
sic, magic and puppetry, with a story by Mrs. Bickford, conclua- 
ing the week’s activities. 

A Finnish art exhibit, set up by Donald McAllister, created 
much interest. This unique display was the work of 10-17 year 
old Finnish students. 

In September, Mrs. Winifred M. Bickford retired as libra- 
rian after more than 25 years of faithful, dedicated service. 
She became substitute and assistant librarian upon the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. Helen E. Brown as head librarian. 

The librarian and several trustees attended the district 
meeting of the Librarian’s Round Table at Bath in the spring; 
and also the State Library Association meeting at Sebasco Es- 
tates in September. Not only do the meetings unite those of 
common interests but the exchange of ideas is beneficial to all. 

In November, three State Extension librarians conducted a 
“weeding clinic” in our library to which approximately 25 libra- 
rians from surrounding towns were invited. Instruction was 
given in what and how to discard outworn, obsolete books in 
order to make more room for current material. It proved to 
be a very worthwhile session. 

National Children’s Book Week was observed in November 
when the teachers brought the children in classes to the Libra- 
ry to acquaint them with the history and use of the library. 
Each group was told a story. 

A highlight of the year was the 25th anniversary celebra- 
tion of the library on December 8th, when townspeopie, former 
trustees and members of the Maine State Library staff gather- — 
ed for a program and coffee hour. The featured speaker was 
Faunce Pendexter whose subject was “The Library in Today’s 
World”. 

Although the library furnishes recreational reading for our 
many patrons, it continues to grow as an educational institu- 
tion. In ordering books to expand the collection, much consid- 
eration is given to the needs of the students, as well as adults 
taking extension courses. The reference work in the library to- . 
day is increasing at a rapid rate. 

As I begin my fifth month as librarian, I wish to take this 
opportunity to thank the former librarian, Mrs. Bickford, for 
her valuable assistance; also the trustees for their helpful sug 
gestions from time to time.

Norway Recreation Department 


The Norway Recreation Department playground opened 
June 24, 1963 and closed August 16, 1963. One hunéred-two 
youngsters, ages 5-13 were registered during the cight week 
pericd with an average attendance of 29. 

It was determined that family vacations and 907- temper- 
atures had a definite effect on attendance. However only four 
days were lost due to storm. 

Awnings were purchased by the town to provide shade 
area on het days. 

Highlights of the summer were a pet show, a track mect, 
drawings and sketches for an art exhibit, and a cookout supper. 

The general program was planned around group games 
and contests with quiet activities during the hottest periods of 
each day. Clay was hauled in to provide a permanent basKet- 
ball area. A jumping pit was dug and filled with sawdust and 
shavings. 

All permanent equipment is in excellent condition and ap- 
pears to weather well. 

The fire department was responsible for the grading of a 
new ball field in one corner of the land.. Bushes and grass 
were mowed by the town crew. 

Recommendations are to continue the work on the basket- 
ball court and ball field as time and money permit. It is 
suggested that a planning board from the firemen be organ- 
ized to determine a long range program for this area. In this 
way, over a period of years, one of the finest playgrounds any- 
where can result, 

Materials for arts and crafts should be purchased prior 
June ist each year. 

The director wishes to express thanks to Town Manager 
McAllister, the town crew, and parents for the confidence and 
cooperation extended.

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Annual Report of 
Public Health Nursing Service 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING, DECEMBER 31, 1963 


Public health nursing aims to help individuals and families 
to realize their full potential for healthful living and indepen- 
dence. Its services are primarily family-centered with emphas- 
is on prevention of disease, promotion of health, and rehabilita- 
tion. 


Home visits have been made to individuals because of var- 
ious needs. Some of the needs with which we were concerned 
were dental problems; ear, eye and throat conditions; heart ' 
disease; mental retardation; tuberculosis; rheumatic fever; 
cystic fibrosis; orthopedic conditions and emctional problems. 
Families have been assisted to obtain medical care through state 
clinics and town services on reccmmendations of their family 
physicians. Some of these children were sent to Boston clinics 
when special services were necessary. 


Conferences have been held with doctors and school per- 
sonnel regarding students who are under the supervision of the 
state clinics. In cooperation with the heaith officer and school 
personnel the regular school immunization clinics were held in 
the spring with an attendance of seven hundred and twelve 
students. Completed immunizations were as follows:

REVISED STATUTES, 1957, CHAPTER 91A SEC. 10 
AN ACT RELATING TO EXEMPTIONS 
FROM TAXATION OF VETERANS 


‘“Sub-Section THI. The polls and estate of all persons who 
by reason of age, infirmity or proverty are in the judgment of 
the assessors unable to contribute toward the public charges; 
the estate up to the value of $3,500 of all persons determined to 
be blind within the definition provided by sections 298 to 318, 
inclusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under the provi- 
sions of said sections; but no property conveyed to any persons 
for the purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under 
this subsection shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of sucn 
exemption by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $100 and not more than two 
times the amount of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent con- 
veyance, whichever amount is greater; and in caSe any person 
entitled to such exemption has property taxable in more than 
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one city or town of the state, such proportion of such total 
exemption shall be made in each city or town, as the value of 
the property taxable in such city or town bears to the value of 
the whole of the property of such person taxable in the state.” 
(1953, c. 291, Sec. 1. 1954, c. 92, Sec. 10.) 


“The polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served 
in the army or navy of the U.S. in the Philippine Insurrection 
or any federally recognized war period prior thereto, or who 
served in World Wars I or II or the Korean Campaign who re- 
ceive state pension; the polls of all soldiers, sailors or marines 
who are receiving pension or retirement pay or compensation 
or vocational training from the United States government on 
account of disability incurred in or aggravated by service in 
said wars; and in the estates up to the value of $3,500 of vet- 
erans who served in the armed forces of the United States dur- 
ing any federally recognized war period, including the Korean 
campaign, who were honorably discharged or honorably sep- 
arated and retired to the reserve, when they shall have reached 
the age cf 62 years or are receiving any form of pension or 
compensation from the United States Government for total dis- 
ability, service connected or non-service connected, as a veteran; 
and the estates up to the value of $3,500 of the unremarried 
widow or minor child of any veteran who would be entitled to 
such exemption if living, or who is in receipt of a pension or 
compensation from the federal government as the widow or 
minor child of a veteran: provided, however, that no person 
shall qualify for such exemption unless the veteran upon whose 
record the exemption is claimed was a legal resident of this 
state when he entered the military service of the United States 
or unless such veteran or his widow has been a legal resident 
of this state for at least 10 years prior to making the claim for 
exemption; and provided further that any person hereinbefore 
enumerated who desires to secure this exemption shall file 
written proof of entitlement on or before the first day of April 
with the assessors of the town in which he resides, whereupon 
the assessors shall grant such exemption to such person while 
so qualified or until notified of reason or desire for discon- 
tinuance; but no property conveyed to any person for the pur- 
pose of obiaining exemption from taxation under the subsec- 
tion shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption 
by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine

During 1963 a ev icine program sponsored by the Fire 
Service Training of the Department of Education was held. 
Ventilation, use of salvage covers, hose lays and ladder evolu 
tions were studied. The engineers feel that this program has 
helped .a great deal in improving the department. 

During the dry season, a ban was put on all outdoor fires:in 
the town of Norway. During this ban a patrol was set up ‘to 
watch for fires out in the country. The CD police with their 
2-way radios and members of the fire department patrolied 
each night from 6:30 until a heavy dew fell. These men work- 
ed at no expense to the town, and I wish to thank them for 
their interest and cooperation. 

The two-way radio system has been a great help this past 
year in calling for additional equipment, plus use in checking 
for smoke when people are burning without permits. This is 
the second year for ‘the two-way radio system in the fire de- 
partment and as yet we have not spent any money for main- 
tenance. 

At this time I would like to thank the members of the 
fire department, the town manager, board of selectmen, Mrs. 
Smith, Mrs. Thorp, Donald Hunt and my two assistant chiefs 
for their full cooperation.

TOWN OF NORWAY 


JANUARY 1, 1963 TO DECEMBER 31, 1963 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town cf Norway for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1963. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained under the supervision of the Town Manager and muni- 
cipal officials. 


The cperations for the year showed a gain of $19,895.40, 
which was accounted for as follows: 


Departmental Balances Lapsed $11,445 70 
Actual Income Over Estimate 8,449 70 
Gain For Year $19,895 40 


The unexpended departmental balances were noted parti- 
cularly in the protection and overlay accounts. 


The actual income received was $38,449.70, as compared 
with an estimate of $30,000.00 for the year. The additional in- 
come was lapsed to surplus. 


The folowing comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS ... The general fund cash balance of $11,883.06 
was on deposit in the Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine 
at December 31, 1963. 


Accounts receivable of $11,865.02 included for the most 
part monies due from the State for town road improvement, 
state aid road construction and reimbursable welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable totaling $13,622.34 consisted principally 
of unpaid current year accounts. Tax liens and tax acquired 
property amounted to $5,362.44 and $845.74 respectively. 


Unpaid sewer assessments totaled $4,305.31 and are sum- 
marized as follows: 
| Spring Street and Dean Avenue $1,013 O1 
Lower Main Street 183 ‘75 
Greenleaf Avenue 3,108 35 


Total $4,305 31 
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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... The de- 
partmental accounts showed a net unexpended balance of 
$14,355.00, representing various operating account balances that 
are carried forward to the ensuing year in accordance with 
legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The Opera House account closed the year with an unex- 
pended balance of $5,356.00, as compared with a balance of 
$4,306.40 in the preceding year. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $28,166.91, a cde- 
crease of $2,000.57 for the year. This change was cccasioned 
principally by authorized transfers to the winter maintenance 
account and for the reduction of the tax levy, less the net un- 
expended departmental balance lapsed and the excess of actual 
income over estimate. 


DEBT FUND ... The debt fund, incorporated in the bal- 
ance sheet as a separate fund, reflects an outstanding Opera 
House note of $7,000.00. This obligation matures during the 
ensuing seven years, 


WORKING CAPITAL FUND ... The cash balance of 
$2,999.46 in the working capital fund was on deposit in the 
Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine at December 31, 1903. 


A note of $5,000.00, issued in the current year to finance 
purchase of new equipment, is due the Norway National Bank 
in February 1964 with interest at 2%. 


Current cperations showed an increase of receipts over 
expenditures of $2,223.63. Receipts totaling $50,500.00 were 
derived principally from departmental use of equipment and 
issuance of a short term note. Expenditures totaled $48,276.37 
of which maintenance expense, purchase of new equipment and 
payment of notes were the major items. 


RESERVE AND TRUST FUNDS ... The capital reserve 
fund established for fire equipment replacement amounted to 
$421.68 and was on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank at De- 
cember 31, 1963. 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $8,882.00 and 
unexpended income amcunted to $8,992.08. These funds are on 


deposit in the Norway Savings Bank and the Norway National 
Bank. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... The departmental op- 
erating accounts showed a decrease of $14,918.68 in funds 
raised by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. A 
smaller appropriation for School Administrative District #17 
was the major factor contributing to the decrease, 
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The departmental balances carried forward decreased by 
$4,451.78, as compared with balances at the start of the year. 
This change was reflected principally in the protection, unclas- 
sified and highway accounts. 


GENERAL ... The townspeople authorized the transfer 
from surplus and the application cf estimated income to reduce 
the tax levy. Authority was also granted, at a special town 
meeting, to transfer $7,000.00 from surplus to winter mainten- 
ance. The purchase of a new snow blower was authorized by 
the selectmen. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financia! concern, 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks, Vouchers, payrolls and 
canc2led checks were examined for a selected period. Veritfi- 
cations were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the cor- 
rectness of recorded assets and liabilities. - 


Iixcise tax collections were verified by examination of 
copies of receipts retained by the collector. Trust fund tran- 
sactions were reviewed and investments verified.. Surety bond 
coverage was examined,

ORDINANCE CODE OF THE TOWN OF NORWAY 


Section 1 An ordinance to provide for safety and public 
welfare through the regulation, alteration, relocation and 
replacement of Oil Burners, Electrical Installation and ire 
Prevention Codes for the Town of Norway. 
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Oil Burner and Electrical Inspectors appointed for three 
year terms by the Selectmen. Fire Chief to act as Fire In- 
- spector. 

Section 2 Right of Entry. The Oil Burner and Electrical 

Inspectors as well as the Chief of the Fire Department, in the 

performance of their duties, may enter any building for the 

purpcse of making the inspection required under this or- 
dinance. 

Section 3 Permit. Before the installation, alteration, re- 

pair cr replacement of any electrical appliance, wiring, in- 

stallation of motors and oil burners, the cwner or contractor 
shall obtain from the inspectors a permit covering such pro- 
posed work. 

Section 4 Heat Producing Appliances, Heating, Ventiiat- 
ing, Air Conditioning, Blower and Exhaust Sys- 
tems. 

Installation standards. Heat producing applian- 
ces and systems (including incinerators) shall be installed in 
accordance with standard practices for safe instaliation and 
use without danger of overheating combustible material or 
construction. Ventilating, air conditioning, blower and €x- 
haust systems shall be installed in accordance with stand- 
ard practice for safe installation and use with al! features 
presenting a possibility of starting or spreading a fire satfe- 
guarded tc a reasonable degree. Installation of such applian- 
ces and systems in accordance with the ‘‘Code for Heat Pro- 
cucing Appliances, Heating, Ventilating, Air Conditioning, 
Blower and Exhaust Systems” recommended by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters and State of Maine Oij] Burner 
Men’s Licensing Board shall be deemed to be the standard 
practice for safe installation and use. 

Section 5 Fee: The fee shall be $2.00 for an Oil Burner 

inspection. 

Section 6 Electrical Installation. All electrical wiring, ap- 

paratus, or appliances for furnishing light, heat, or power 

shall be in strict conformity with the Statutes of the State of 

Maine and in conformity with approved methods of construc- 

ticn for safety to life and property. (The regulations in the 

National Electrical Code, as approved by the National Board 

of Fire Underwriters shall be prima facie evidence of such 

approved methods.) 

Section 7 Electrical Permit Fees. Electrical permit fees, 

listed below, collected will be accounted for by the Electrical 

Inspectcr in a monthly recapitulation of the collections sub- 

mitted to the Town. Fees collected by the Electrical Inspec- 

tor will be the full recompense for his services and material 
incident to his appointment as Electrical Inspector of the 

Town: of Norway.

Section 8 Fire Prevention Code. 

Intent of Cede. It is the intent of this code to 
rrescribe regulations consistent with nationally recognized 
good practice for the safeguarding to a reasonable degree of 
life and property from the hazards of fire and explosion aris- 
ing from the storage, handling and use of hazardous sub. 
stances, materials and devices, and from conditions hazardous 
to life or property in the use or occupancy of buildings or 
premises. Compliance with standards of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters or other approved nationally recognized 
safety standards shall be deemed to be prima facie evidence 
cf compliance with this intent. 

Section 9 Application of Cede. The provisions of this 
code shall apply ‘equally to new and existing conditions ex- 
cept that existing conditions not in strict compliance with 
the terms of this code shall be permitted to continue where 
the exceptions do not constitute a distinct hazard to life or 
property in the opinion of the Chief of the Fire Department. 
Nothing contained in this code shall be construed as ap 
plying to the transportation of any article or thing shipped 
under the jurisdiction of and in compliance with the regula- 
tions prescribed by the Interstate Commerce Coinmission, 
nor as applying to the military forces of the United States. 
Section 10 Supplementary Requirements. All matters 
within the intent of this code not covered in detail by this 
code shall comply with nationally recognized good practice. 
Compliance with the Fire Prevention Code recommended by 
the National Board of Fire Underwriters shall be deemed to 
be prima facie evidence of compliance with nationally recog- 
nized good practice. ‘ 
Section 11 Inspections of Building and Premises. It shall 
be the duty of the Chief of the Fire Department to inspect, or 
cause to be inspected, by the Fire Department officers or mem- 
bers, all buildings and premises, except the interiors of dwell- 
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ings, as cften as may be necessary for the purpose of ascer- 


taining and causing to be corrected any conditions liable to 


cause fina, endanger life from fire, of any violations of the 
provisiens or intent of this code and of any other ordinance 
affecting the fire hazard. 

Section 12 Orders to Eliminate Dangerous or Hazardous 
Conditions. . 

; Whenever any of the officers, members or inspectors of 
the Fire Department as mentioned in Section 11 shall find in 
any building or upon any premises dangerous or hazardous 
conditions cr materials as follows, he or they shall order such 
dangerous conditions or materials to be removed or remedied 
in such manner as may be specified by the Chief of the Fire 
Department. 

a. Dangerous or unlawful amounts of combustible or 
explosive or otherwise hazardous materials; 

b. Hazardous conditions arising from defective or im- 
properly installed equipment for handling or using combus- 
tible or explosive or otherwise hazardous materials; 

c. Dangerous accumulations of rubbish, wasie paper, 
boxes, shavings or other highly flammable materials; 

d. Accumulations of dust or waste material in air con- 
ditioning or ventilating systems or of grease in kitchen or 
cther exhaust ducts; 


e. Obstructions to or on fire escapes, stairs, passage- 
ways, doors or windows, liable to interfere with the opera- 
tions of the Fire Department or egress of occupants in case 
of fire; . 

f. Any building or other structure which, for want of 
repairs, lack of sufficient fire escapes or other ‘exit facilities, 
automatic or other fire alarm apparatus or fire extinguishing 
equipment, or by reason of age or dilapidated condition, or 
from any other cause, creates a hazardous condition. 

Section 13 Service of Orders. The service of orders for 
the correction of violations of this code shall be made upon the 
owner, occupant cr other person responsible for the condi- 
tions, either by delivering a copy of same to such person or 
by delivering the same to and leaving it with any person in 
charge of the premises, or in case no such person is found 
upon the premises, by affixing a copy thereof ina conspicuous 
place on the door to the entrance of the said premises. When- 
ever it may be necessary to serve such an order upon the 
owner of premises such order may be served either by deliv- 
ering to and leaving with the said person a copy of the said 
order, or, if such owner is absent from the jurisdiction of the 
cfficer making the order, by sending such copy by registered 
‘mail to the owner’s last known post office address. 

Section 14 Appeal. In case of refusal to issue a permit 
or amendment thereof, appeal shall lie from the decision of 
the Inspector to the Municipa] Officers. The Municipal Offi- 
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cers may affirm or reverse the decision of the inspector as to 
interpretation of the provision of this Code. In specific cases 
wherein the enforcement of this Code would involve practical 
difficulty or unnecessary hardship and wherein desirabie re- 
lief may be granted without substantially departing from the 
intent and purposes of this Code, but not otherwise, the Muni- 
cipal Officers may, by a two-thirds vote of their membership, 
permit exceptions to and variations from the provisions of 
this Code. : 

The Selectmen with the advice of the Inspectors, the Fire 
Department shall have authority to regulate the cost of in- 
spections and permits under this Code; to regulate standards 
of design and construction materials so that the requirements 
cf the Code will conform to the statutes of the State of Maine, 
and may conform to the State Building Code and to the sev- 
eral codes relating hereto as approved and published by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters. 

Section 15 Violations. Any construction or work perform- 
ed in violation of the foregoing provisions of this crdinance 
shall be considered a nuisance. 

Note: 1954 R. S., C. 90-A, sec. 3, IV, E, 1, “Any build. 
ing, structure, trailer parking facility or equipment existing 
in violation of an ordinance authorized by this subsection is 
a nuisance.” 

Penalty: Any person found guilty of violating any pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be subject to a fine of not less 
than $5.00 or more than $100.00 for each offense. Each day 
in which a violation is proved to exist shall constitute a sep- 
arate offense under this section.

Chapter 100, Sections 9 and 10, Revised Statutes of 1954 and 
as amended, Revised Statutes of 1963, “On or before the Ist day 
of April of each year the owner or Keeper of any dog 4 months 
old or over shall apply to the city or town clerk either orally or 
in writing for a license for each dog owned or kept by him. 
Such application shall state the breed, sex, color, and markings 
of such dogs’”’. 


Apply to the Town Clerk on or before April 1st for your 
dog license. See that your dog wears a collar and a license tag 
attached to it. 


Avoid paying the Constable’s fee of $2.00 by being prompt 
in licensing your dog.

When the Confederate States of America fired on Fort 
Sumter on April 12, 1861, Norway was a prosperous and grow- 
ing Town of 1982 inhabitants. 

Nerway sent down to the war more than a third of its 
adult male population. Maine furnished thirty-two regiments 
for the war and the commanding officer of three of them came 
from Norway: 

o Lieutenants 

10 Captains 

44 different commissions in all 

Norway had one Brigadier-General, two brevet Brigadier 
Generals, one brevet Major General, three Colonels, one Chap- 
lain, one Assistant Surgeon and one Regimental Quartermaster. 

No citizen of Norway enlisted either in the Cavalry or Light 
Artillery. All but two enlisted in the Infantry. The two men- 
tioned enlisted in Heavy Artillery. 

One cf the very first soldiers to give his life in the Civil 
War was Sumner Henry Needham. He was born in Norway, 
meved to Lowell, Massachusetts. He was a member of the Gth 
Massachusetts Regiment. He was killed by a mob as the regi- 
ment was passing through Baltimore, 

Forty-four gave their lives for the cause. Ten of them fell 
in battle, and seven more died from wounds received in. action. 
Twenty-seven died from diseases incident to military life.

To the Beard of Selectmen and Citizens of the town of Norway: 

I herewith submit to you my annual report on the munici- 
pal activities of the Town of Norway for the year 1964, it being 
the twenty-second under the Selectmen-Town Manager form of 
ecvernment. 


GENERAL GOVERNMENT 


We were able to carry out the municipal program approv- 
ed at our Town Meeting and finished the year with an un- 
appropriated surplus of $38,139.00 compared to $28,166.91 for 
the year ending December 31, 1963. 

Ycu will note in the Auditor’s report an overdraft of 
$8,000.51 on the Pike’s Hill rebuilding project. This was caused 
by two wash-outs, due to heavy thunder storms. 

The only taxes unpaid are the current 1964 taxes. 


PUBLIC WORKS PROGRAM 


Our highway crew, as usual, had a busy summer and fall, 
starting with spring cleanup of streets and sidewalks and 
grading our country roads. Our first project was Pike’s Hill, 
which was rebuilt, street widened, underground stcrm sewers 
and paved ditch-lines installed. This was an expensive project 


due to steepness of the hill—plus the two washouts. Most of the 


residents who live in this area are very satisfied with the 
results. In connection with this work, we installed 1,250 feet 


of Sewer pipe, and manholes so that the residents of Highland 


Avenue could connect on to our sanitary sewer system. 

Town Road Improvement money and town funds were 
spent on the Doughty Road, where one mile of road was re- © 
built. This completes this road which began on the Harrison 
Road and ended at Route 118 to the Norway Country Club. We 
also used Town Road Improvement funds on two other roads, 
the Harlan Whitman road, 1,800 feet and the Jack Heath road 
(Chapel District), 1,800 feet. 

State Aid money was spent on the Crockett Ridge cause- 
way. This road was widened and built to grade, 18’ tarred sur- 
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face with 6’ shoulders. A public boat-launching site was start- 
ed on this causeway and will be completed in 1965. 

45,800 gallons of tar and asphalt were applied to town 
streets and highways. Greenleaf Avenue, Horne, Radcliffe, 
Orchard, Bridge and Lynn Streets were completely resurfaced. 

The usual Summer Maintenance work of patching streets 
and highways, cleaning catch basins and _ rodding sanitary 
sewers was carried out. 

We continued our planting of Shade Trees within the 
town, having planted 20 sugar maple trees. On our annual fall 
scouting for Dutch Elm Disease we found thirty-nine trees 
infected. These trees will have to be removed before April 
15, 1965. 30% of the cost of removing these trees will be absorb- 
ed by the State. 

Main Street and other street,intersections were lined out 
in heavy yellow traffic paint. Crosswalks and Stop lines were 
conspicuously painted. 

Snow removal was kept within our budget and about 200 
tons of salt was on hand December 31, 1964, which should re- 
flect in our 1965 Winter Maintenance Account, 


WELFARE... 

This department, in which a lot of time has to be spent, 
(investigations and home cails) was Kept well within our bud- 
get. The A. D. C. account will be decreased $600, for our 1965 
budget. There are several programs under study for the unfor- 
tunate—Mental Health, Juvenile Delinquents and Senior Citi- 
zens and President Johnson’s anti-poverty bill. These programs 
should be in operation by Fall of 1965. _ 


SEWER 
Our sewer project is moving along on schedule and bids 
should be in and read before our 1265 Town Meeting. This 
will be an aerated lagoon and whereas it does not meet with 
everyone’s appreval, the Selectmen and myself are of the firm 
opinion it will operate at a high degree of efficiency and the 
most econcmica] system for maintenance and costs to the users.

The Town equipment is in-good condition. _We bought one 
new dump truck in 1964 ane we wall ae ag a vaste Seah witha 
like unit in 1965.

ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM: 


“Sec. 34, Ch. 91A, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1957. Asses- 
sors to give notice to bring in lists of taxable property; if no 
lists are brought in, no claim for abatement. Before making 
an assessment, the assessors shall give seasonable notice in 
writing to the inhabitants by posting notifications in some pub- 
lic place in the town, or shall notify them, in such other way as 
the town directs, to make and bring in to them true-and perfect 
lists of their polls and all their estates, real and personal, not 
by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on 
the Ist day of April of the same year. If any resident owner 
after such notice, or any non-resident owner after being reason- 
ably requested thereto by the assessors, does not bring in such 
list, he is hereby barred of: his right -to make application to the 
assessors or the county commissioners for any abatement of 
his taxes, unless he offers such list with his application and sat- 
isfies them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed. 
The request upon non-resident, owners may be proved by a no- 
tice sent by mail directed to the last known address of the tax- 
payer or given by any other method that brings notice home to 
the taxpayers.”

sion at the Town Office on April 1, 1965 from 9:30 A. M. to 
3:00 P, M, for the purpose above stated.

Annual Report of 


Public Health Nursing Services 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1964 


Your public health nurse in co-operation with a physician 
works with families at home, at school, at work and in other 
service settings. She is also responsible to help organize and 
carry on programs for the detection of family or community 
health needs, the correction of defects, and the promotion of 
maximum community health. 


There is at present a great need, not only county wide but 
nation wide, for mental health facilities to help troubled in- 
dividuals of all ages. Our State has established fifteen regional 
committees to gather information on a local level as to the 
needs of each town. It is hoped that all citizens will assist 
your town officials in this extremely important survey. 


Nursing services are available to people of all ages. One 
hundred and sixty-eight home visits were made to individuals 
and families in your community to give assistance on health 
and closely related problems. A good many children in Nor- 
way are registered in one or another of the State sponsored 
clinics, such as Crippled Children, Cardiac, Hard of Hearing 
and Mental Health.. Some of these visits were made to inter- 
pret clinic recommendations and help the family to carry them 
out. The child who develops good health and emotional] habits 
early in life, grows to become a better adjusted individual in 
adult life. Discipline, early training in self-care and successful 
performance of simple tasks al] help the child as he grows and 
develops to take his place constructively in family life and so- 
ciety. 


The immunizations given to three hundred and fifty-five 
children are shown in the following table.

A vision testing program for three year old children was 
initiated this year by the Department of Health and Welfare, 
Division of Maternal and Child Health. Kits were sent out to 
all parents with instructions to check the child’s vision. Your 
public health nurse assisted the parents of these children and 
did retests when needed. Many vision problems may be detect- 
ed at age three and treatment then might prevent partial or 
total loss of vision. 


Thank you for your continued support of the public health 
nursing service. It is greatly appreciated.

During my five years as your Fire Chief, I have strived 
constantly to give the citizens of the Town of Norway adequate 
fire protection. We have had training programs for our fire- 
men on how to fight fires, salvage and rescue operations and 
maintenance of equipment. 


This year we dug three water-holes in the rural area 
of the town, one at Norway Center with a capacity of 20,000 
gallons, one on the Greenwcod Road, near Ernest Watson’s 
home with a capacity of 10,000 gallons and the third at Noble’s 
Corner with a capacity of 22,500 gallons. During the summer 
all these hydrants were tested and they have a capacity ” 200 
gallons per minute. 


This year, I am asking for an additional $1,000. to install 
three more of these ponds. One on the back side of Pike Hill, 
one at the Chapel District and one in the Millettville area, | 


The Dry Hydrant installed at Norway Lake this past year 
brought many favorable comments, This hydrant with a 


capacity of about 1000 gallons per minute gives the “Frost . 


Corner” citizens fire protection for the first time, especially in 
the wintertime.

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You will notice in the town warrant an article to set up » 
a reserve fund for the purchase of a new Fire Truck and Pump- 
er. The old 1941 Buffalo has “had it.” It is no longer a de- 
pendable piece of equipment and preparation should be made 
to replace it. It is my belief, if we set aside $5,000. per year 
for the next four or five years, the new fire truck would not 
put too much of a strain on the annual budget. 


In 1965 we are planning to have the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters make a survey of our Fire Protection 
equipment; with the new water system installed and fire alarm 
systems up to standard we should be able to get a reduction in 
insurance rates for the town of Norway. 


I would like to thank the members of the department, the 
Town Manager, Selectmen, Don Hunt, my two assistant chiefs 
and Mrs. Smith and Mrs. Thorp for their cooperation.

BEVISED STATUTES, 1957, CHAPTER 91A SEC. 10 
AN ACT RELATING TO EXEMPTIONS 
FROM TAXATION OF VETERANS 


“Sub-Section II. The polls and estate of all persons who 
by reason of age, infirmity or proverty are in the judgment of 
the assessors unable to contribute toward -the public charges; 
the estate up to the value of $3,500 of all persons determined to 
be blind within the definition provided by sections 298 to 318, 
inclusive of chapter 25, who are receiving aid under the provi- 
sions of said sections; but no property conveyed to any persons 
for the purpose of obtaining exemption from taxation under 
this subsection shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such 
exemption by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $100 and not more than two 
times the amount of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent con- 
veyance, whichever amount is greater; and in case.any person 
entitled to such exemption has property taxable in more than 
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one city or town of the state, such proportion of such total 
exemption shall be made in each city or town, as the value of 
the property taxable in such city or town bears to the value of 
the whole of the property of such person taxable in the state.” 
(1953, c. 291, Sec. 1. 1954, c. 92, Sec. 10.) 

“The polls of all soldiers, sailors and marines who served 
in the army or navy of the U. S. in the Philippine Insurrection 
or any federally recognized war period prior thereto, or who 
served in World Wars I or II or the Korean Campaign who re- 
ceive state pension; the polls of all soldiers, sailors or marines 
who are receiving pension or retirement pay or compensation 
or vocational training from the United States government on 
account of disability incurred in or aggravated by service in 
said wars; and in the estates up to the value of $3,500 of vet- 
erans who served in the armed forces of the United States dur- 
ing any federally recognized war period, including the Korean 
campaign, who were honorably discharged or honorably sep- 
arated and retired to the reserve, when they shall have reached 
the age of 62 years or are receiving any form of pension or 
compensation from the United States Government for total dis- 
ability, service connected or non-service connected, as a veteran; 
and the estates up to the value of $3,500 of the unremarried 
widow or minor child of any veteran who would be entitled to 
such exemption if living, or who is in receipt of a pension or 
compensation from the federal government as the widow or 
minor child of a veteran: provided, however, that no person 
shall qualify for such exemption unless the veteran upon whose 
record the exemption is claimed was a legal resident of this 
state when he entered the military service of the United States 
or unless such veteran or his widow has been a legal resident 
of this state for at least 10 years prior to making the claim for 
exemption; and provided further that any person hereinbefore 
enumerated who desires to secure this exemption shall file 
written proof of entitlement on or before the first day of April 
with the assessors of the town in which he resides, whereupon 
the assessors shall grant such exemption to such person while 
so qualified or until notified of reason or desire for discon- 
tinuance; but no property conveyed to any person for the pur- 
pose of obtaining exemption from taxation under the subsec- 
tion shall be so exempt, and the obtaining of such exemption 
by means of fraudulent conveyance shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $100 and not more than two times the amount 
of the taxes evaded by such fraudulent conveyance whichever 
amount is greater; and in case any person entitled to such 
exemption has property taxable in more than one city or town

TOWN OF NORWAY 


JANUARY 1, 1964 TO DECEMBER 31, 1964 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Norway for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1964. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained under the supervision of the Town Manager and muni- 
cipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed a gain of $15,177.46, which 
was accounted for as follows: 


Departmental Balances Lapsed (net) $16,289 17 
Actua] Income Over Estimated 8,888 29 
Gain Fcr Year $25,177 46 


The unexpended departmental balances were noted particularly 
in the highway, welfare, interest and overlay accounts. 


The actual income received was $38,888.29, as compared with 
an estimate of $30,000.00 for the year. The additional income 
was lapsed to surplus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSE'TS....The general fund cash balance of $6,558.25 and 
the sewer project cash balance of $2381.99 were on deposil in 
the Norway National Bank, Norway, Maine at December 31, 
1964. 


Accounts receivable of $12,160.09 included for the most part 
mcnies due from the State for highway purposes. 

Taxes receivable totaling $10,378.64 represented unpaid cur- 
rent year: accounts. Tax liens and tax acquired. property 
amounted to $2,807.05 and $3,249.46 respectively. 


Unpaid sewer assessments totaled $3,831.90 and are summar- 
ized as follows: 


Spring Street and Dean Avenue $ 913 75 
Lower Main Street IRS ES 
Greenleaf Avenue 2,734 40

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LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS....The depart- 
mental accounts showed a net overdraft of $2,889.25 represent- 
ing various operating account overdrafts and unexpended 
balances that are carried forward to the ensuing year in ac- 
cordance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


The Opera House account closed the year with an unexpended 
balance of $3,732.64 as ecmpared with a balance of $5,356.06 in 
the preceding year. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $38,139.00, an increase 
of $9,972.09 for the year. This change was cccasioned princi- 
pally by the net unexpended departmental] balance lapsed and 
the excess of actual income over estimated, less an authorized 
transfer to reduce the tax levy. 


DEBT FUND....The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects cutstanding Opera House 
notes of $30,000.00 and Sewer Project notes of $34,400.00. 
These obligations mature during the next twelve years. 


WORKING CAPITAL FUND....The cash balance of $5,264.61 
in the working capital fund was on deposit in the Norway 
National Bank, Norway, Maine at December 31, 1964. 


A note of $3,500.00 issued in the current year to finance pur- 
chase of new equipment is due the Norway National Bank in 
May, 1965 with interest at 2%. 


Current operations showed an increase of receipts over ex- 
penditures of $2,265.15. Receipts totaling $44,767.09 were de- 
rived principally frem departmental use of equipment and 
issuance of a short term note. 


Expenditures totaled $42,501.94, of which maintenance expense, 
purchase of new equipment and payment of notes were the 
major items. 


RESERVE AND TRUST FUNDS....The capital reserve fund 
established for fire equipment replacement amounted to $667.83 
and was on deposit in the Norway Savings Bank at December 
31, 1964. 


The total amount of trust fund principals was $8,882.00 and | 
unexpended income was $11,043.63. These funds are on deposit 
in the Norway Savings Bank and the Norway National Bank. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS....The departmental operat- 
ing accounts showed an increase of $14,934.05 in funds raised 
by taxation, as compared with the preceding year. A larger. 
appropriation for School Administrative District No. 17 was 
the major factor contributing to the increase. 
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The departmental balances carried forward decreased by $17,- 
244,25, as compared with balances at the start of the year. This 
change was reflected principally in the highway accounts. 


GENERAL....The townspeople authorized the transfer from 
surplus and the application cf estimated income to reduce the 
tax levy. The purchases of a new truck and a snow blower 
were authorized by the selectmen. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control wag reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count cf cash was made and records checked to determine the 
accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks, Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. Verifications 
were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness of 
reccrded assets and liabilities. 


Excise tax collections were checked by examination of copies 
of receipts retained by the collector. Trust fund transactions 
were reviewed and investments verified. Surety bond coverage 
was examined.
